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INDIANA’S JESSE JAMES. 
Marvin Kuhns, the Escaped Convict, Who Defies a 
Whole State. 

Special te the Post-Dispatch 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 15.—Not since 
the days when-Jesse James and his dare- 
devil comrades terrorized Missouri and 
lowa has gd picturesque and daring a des- 


perado defied justice as the supposed Mar- 
vin Kuhns, who is now in hiding some 
place in this section of Indiana. Fearless, 


. cool and desperate, he has faced a most 


certain death a score of times and stil re- 
mains the terror of country constables and 
police officers. 

Kuhns, who escaped from the Columbus, 
O.,° penitentiary Thanksgiving day, and 
shot a policeman, Benjamin Dean, during 
a two hours’ battle Monday, has a long 
record of crime... Before he was 18 hé had 


* served a term in prison for horse stealing 


and was wanted by officers of half a dozen 
northern counties. r 

The crime that led to his incarceration at 
Columbus was the murder of William 
Campau, at Fostoria, O., om Nov. 19, 1890. 
The body of Campau was found along the 
railroad and no one could identify it for 
several days, when a reward was offered 
for information. Kuhns walked into the 
coroner’s office, identified the body as that 
of his business partner, and claimed the 
reward. He had been seen with Campau 
the day before the murder and his actions 
aroused suspicion, but before he coud be 
arrested he had disappeared. He went to 
Fort Wayne that night. Later evidence 
deepened the suspicion of Kuhns, especially 
since he had money, and it was known that 
Campau had $1500 on his person the day 
before his murder. Immediately a warrant 
was issued for his arrest, but Kuhns 
escaped, and the Fostoria authorities, 
anxious to get him into custody, at once 
caused the publication of a large reward 
for his arrest. 

He may or may not have seen this publi- 
cation, but if he did it. did not deter him 
from visiting his old haunts, for in a few 
days he was at Churubusco, a little town 
in northern Indiana and near to the home 
of hi# parents in Noble County, where he 
contemplated going. On his way to Churu- 
busco he passed through Fort Wayne, spent 
several hours there and was seen and rec- 
ognized by several persons who knew him 
and knew of the reward that was offered 
for his capture, but he left before the of- 
ficers were apprised of his presence in the 
city. 

Deputy Sheriff Thomas Wilkinson and Po- 
lice Officer John Kennelly of Fort Wayne 
found Kuhns the next day on the streets 
of Churubusco. The effort to arrest him 
caused one of the bloodiest battles ever 
known in northern Indigna. 

Kuhns was accompanied by Jim Mease 
of Decatur and Town Marshal! Jackson was 
with the officers. Kuhns began shooting 
when he caught sight of the officers and 
the battle was on. When the smoke cleared 
away Kennelly was lying on the ground, 
with three bullets in his body, and a few 
feet away lay Mease, with a leg broken by 
a bullet. Wilkinson was struggling with 
Kuhns, who had four bullets in his body. 
but who. nevertheless, overpowered the of- 
ficer and jumped into a buggy and drove to 
his home, four miles‘away. There he suc- 
cumbed to his wounds and Sheriff Viberg 
end Deputy Wilkinson arrested him that 
night. They found him in bed and took him 
without resistance. 

Kuhns’ lift hung by a thread: for a long 
time, but he recovered, was taken to Tif- 
fin, tried and convicted. He escaped once 
before being taken. to the penitentiary by 
raisng his manacled hands and knocking 
his guard senseless, but was captured and 
taken to Columbus. 

Kuhns was for years the terror of the 
rural communities north of here. There 
were always a dozen or more indictments 
against him, but in the face of all he would 
walk the streets of Albion, Churubusco and 
other small towns with his guns in sight, 
and no officer would molest hm. At hom? 
he would sometimes be plowing in the field, 
with two orthree revolvers strapped to his 
waist, while rural officers would regar’ 
him from.a safe distance. His home-com- 
ing at the present time has brought con- 
sternat'on to the officers of the northern 
counties, and they would be glad to see 
h'm recaptured by some one else. 

Warden Darby of the Ohio penitentiary 


has notified the police of Northern Indiana 


cities that a reward of 1% is offered for 
the capture of Marvir. Kuhns, who escaped | 
from. the Ohic ‘prison. With Kuhns’ record 
of having k lled one man and crippled sev- 
eral officers who attempted to arrest him 
taken into consideration the reward does 
not prove at all tempting to the police. 

» The officers have proof that the escaped 
convict has lately been in h‘ding at the 
heme of his brother, Joseph Kuhns, in No>le 
County. but the reward for his arrest ‘s 
not sufficient to induce any of the office-s 
who are acquainted with Kuhns’ reckle s 
bravery and his record as a marksman to 
attempt his capture. 

It is said his brother made no secret of 
Marvin's return, who, it is said, fort'fied 
himself and sent word to the authorities 
that he was ready for them and would re- 
sist arrest to the death.

This skirt is made by Indians. | 
wear high boots made of moose skin. 

“In this habit | attend the chores about 
my cabin, entertain when there is any of 
the latter to do and go out in the same on 
ahy business 1 have at the camps or in the 
mines. 

‘| wear over this sult my long seal coat. 
It cost $100 to have it made in Bos.on. 
Some of my women friends in the Staces 
think that seal is cheap in the Klondike, 
What mistaken creatures. But the women 
of the States have lots of queer Nnoltyw.s 
‘about affairs in the Klondike. 

‘There were 15,000 people in Dawson when 
I left there last July. Many of the men 
assured me that women constituted a large 
wa chk : 

‘‘There is society, even in Dawson. Now 
there are but two things in the world for 
which a married woman should want to go 
to Dawson. One is for the love of her hus- 
band; the other is for money. 

“I know of very few women in the mines, 
but there are some. They vibrate between 
the mines and the dance hall. Sometimes 
they have to cook and wash or be cast out. 
There is one woman I recall who keeps a 
candy store and a cigar shop. There is an 
othér who is a butcher. Maybe they know 
What they went there for. 

“There are some churches. One cost $25,- 
1 and another $5000. -There are some good 
women in the churches in Dawson. But no 
quéstions’ are asked, .Some of the women in 
the: learned #6 sing in other places, 
and some of them divide their singing. 
They sing for saint and sinner. 

“Some have an idea that women there 
wear buckskin skirts. On the contrary, the 
trains of the silk skirts of Dawson women 
stir up such a dust when the wearers walk 
out that the man who follows is apt to be 
blinded. There is an attempt by Dawson 
women to dazzle with dress. In the opening 
of the country a cargo of women went there 
in silks. From the day when the first wo- 
man in Dawson wore a silk dress, every 
woman has tried to outdo her. 

Not long ago a man who is a church mem- 
ber in Dawson arranged to return to the 
States. He went to the church in Dawson 
and said he would like to get a certificato 
of g00d standing, so as to show it when he 
returned. The clerk was instructed to issue 
thé certificate on the payment of $25. The 
clerk also insisted on btn 3 the money be- 
fore he let the certificate leave his hand. 
That incident, I think, shows the situation 
and the condition. 

“Our own government must send an able 
mah to represent our affairs. Then Ameri- 
can manhood will do the rest. IT am an 
American, but the Canadians on their side 
of the line do things much better than we 
do on ours.

MURDER TOLD IN A DREAM 


Indiana Sister of Fallhart, Murdered 
Nebraska Farmer, Saw Assassin 
Strike Him. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Dec. 15.—An extremely 
curious case of ‘‘mental telepathy’’ came 
to light through the passage through Lin- 
coln of a Huntington, Ind., attorney named 
J. S&S. Bryanan, en-route to Broken Bow. 
Mr. Bryanan was on his way to investi- 
gate the murder of W. 8S. Fullhart on be- 
half of a sister of the murdered man who 

resides in Indiana. 

Mr. Bryanan tells a curious stury. He 
says that Fullhart's sister .on the night 
of Nov. 22, awoke in the morning nervous 
and excited. She had had a terrible exper'i- 
ence the night before. She had dreamed 
that she had been wrestling for hours with 
a man whose description she gives. In the 
struggle she became very weak and when 
she awoke was in a sweat and terribly ex- 
hausted. In the dream she had seen her 
brother out in one of his fields on his Cus- 
ter County farm, with his head mashed 
n. AS near as she could figure out the 
man she had wrestled with was her broth- 
er’s'. murderer. 

Two days after she had this dream she 
received word that her brother had been 
found murdcred. Two wounds on his head 
were exactly as she had seen them in the 
dream. and it is figured out that the mur- 
der occurred the night she had the dream. 

Mr. Bryanan comes West to investigate 
the matter. Fullhart’s sister says that if 
he wil dig at a certain point in the sta- 
ble he will find a can of money, and gives 
other détails that may make it a complete 
story in which mental telepathy is demon- 
strated. She gives a description of the 
murderer, but none of the police saw Ox- 
ley, the accused man, when he was taken 
through here a few days ago, 4nd it is not 
known if it fits him. 


DAM MADE OF PURE SODA. 


[It Holds in a Lake and Is Repaired by 
s Nature. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Probably few 
people ever heard of a soda dam, but such 
a freak of nature really exists in an unfre- 
quented part of the great West. A. O. 
Wright of the Indian service, who travels 


extensively through that section of the 
country west of .the Missouri river, in 
speaking of strange things he has enconn- 
tered In his tours, alluded to the soda dam. 
Asked what he meant by a soda dam, he 
said: 

‘In Box canon, just above the hot springs 
of the Jemez river, Ariz., is a dam ex-

The amendment was lost, 75 to 105. Mr. 
Fitzgerald of Massachusetts moved to strike 
out the tax of 10 cents per pound on tea. 

Mr. Payne opposed the amendment. Th. 
tax on tea, he said, raised about $9,000,0w 
of revenue and for ten years had been 
asked for by the tea trade. The amend- 
ment was defeated, 55 to 76. 

After the bill had been read, Mr. Levy 
of New York offered a substitute, fixing fhe 
tax on beer at $1.50 per barrel, six cents up- 
on.tobacco and snuff and repealing all the 
other sections of the war revenue act. The 
substitute was defeated without division. 

After the bill. had been reported to the 
House, Mr. Payne demanded a separate 
vote on the Smith amendment placing a 
tax of 1 cent on each express package. 

Mr. Underwood of Alabama demanded a 
separate vote on the Powers’ inheritance 
tax amendment, which specifically exempt- 
ed the estates of persons who died prior to 
June 13, 1898. On an aye and nay vote, the 
House reversed its action of yesterday and 
defeated the Smith express receipt tax 
amendment, 125 to 139.

BURNED A GENERAL STORE 


ALSO BLEW OPEN THE SAFE AND 
SECURED $100. 


After Committing Other Outrages They 
Escaped on a Handcar and Were 
Pursued by Bloodhounds, 
but Not Captured. 

A party of five tramps stirred up the little 


city of Brighton, IIL, early yesterday tn a 
most unpleasant manner and in several 


places left traces of their visit. 

The town marshal was seized by the | 
tramps, the bank broken into and the chief | 
general store of the town looted and then | 
nred, 

After these several acts of lawlessness 
these wild characters left the town on a 
handcar and were traced with  blood- 
hounds so far as Upper Alton where they 
were lost track of. 

It is the custom tn Brighton during the 
winter to allow any tramps that ask for 
lodging a cell tn the calaboose. This cus- 


tom was directly responsible for the acts of 
lawlessness witnessed about 1 o’clock yes- 
terday morning. 

Marshal George Cavanaugh was aroused 
at a late hour and asked to give three 
tramps a lodging tn the calaboose He took 
them to the building and unlocking a cell, 
told them to go tn. When he turned he 
looked into the muzziesof five revolvers. 
ae three having been joined by two oth- 

Cavanaugh was shoved tnto the cell and 
the door locked on him. The tramps then 
proceeded to run the town 

The blacksmith shop of William Scheren 
was broken Into and several crowbars and 
other implements taken. 

The bank of the Blodgett Bros. was en- 
tered, but after blowing the safe with dyn- 
amite the strong box resisted them and 
ig were obliged to give it up as a bad 


After their fa'lure at the bank the rob- 
bers had better lock at the general store 
of E. Butler. This they entered and blew 
the safe, securing about $100. 

The robbers left a Mghted fuse near the 
safe, and this, rolling into some coal, 
caused a conflagration, the store being al- 
most entirely destroyed. The loss to stock 
and property ts estimated at $2000. 

H. A. Bloemer, proprietor of the Brighton 
Telephone Exchange, going to his office 
about 5 o'clock in the morning, saw the 
fire at the Butler store, and, after sound- 
ing the alarm, proceeded to hunt for the 
marsha}. 

He was found locked tn the calaboose. 
After being ‘released Kavanaugh got two 
young bloodhounds from Julius Schmidt. | 
and, with a hastily formed posse, started | 
after the thieves and firebugs. | 
hey escaped on a handcar which was 
found at the Upper Alton station of the 
Burlington. 

All trace of the fugitives was here lost 
and after tlephoning to the surrounding 
towns he returned to Brighton. 

Marshal Cavanaugh is sure that he can 
identify three of the tramps. Three of 
them wore overcoats and were small men, 
while the other two were larger and were 
without overceats. One of them wore a 
beard.

IR MAUD CASS LEDYARD, the American girl who became the Baroness 
von Ketteler and whose husband was killed by the Boxers in Pekin, Emperor 
William has reserved an unusual honor. 

The former belle of Detroit, whose romantic marriage had so soon and -sad an 
ending, is to be made the arbiter of the German court when, in obedience to the im- 
perial invitation, she reaches Berlin. 

It has been stated that Emperor William would make her lady-in-waiting to 
the Empress, but that is a mistake. The title of lady-in-waiting, or hofdame, would 


hardly suit the baroness’ present rank, for she is already styled “ambassadress” and 
“excellency,” and as Baron Ketteler died at his post his rank and title belong to his 
widow for life. 

As a matter of fact, the Kaiser has resolved to revive for the former Miss Maud 
Cass Ledyard the post of mistress of the robe. 

This office has long been extinct, and the old nobility, which maintains that 
“born” ladies of title alone have claim to it, are raising heaven and earth to prevent 
the slight to their dignity.

A “mere American,” “a woman whose father is in trade,” have precedence over 


ancient sovereign houses! Unter deu Linden. Pariser Platz, the whole west end of 
Berlin is going into hysterics. But Kaiser Wilhelm is resolved to give Baroness 
von Ketteler royal proof of his esteem for her and for her late husband. If the latter 
had lived his majesty would have made him a count—hence it is probable that he 
will confer that dignity on the American girl if he has personal assurances that it will 
be accepted. ” | 

The position of mistress of the robe carries with it the title of “excellency.”” One 
of the reasons why it fell into disuse was the desire to avoid friction with the Em- 
press’ grand mistress. Countess Brockdorff, who rejoices in that appellation. As 
Baroness von Ketteler is already styled “excellency,” rivalry between the ladies on 
that account is not feared. 

The Empress is said to be delighted with the addition to her suite. which will in 
the future be on the same footing as that of Queen Victoria. Queen Victoria’s mis- 
tress of the robes is the Duchess of Buccleuch, who combines with the office that of 
grad mistress. 

Baroness von Ketteler will be co-ordinate with Countess Brockdorff, who now 
decides questions of etiquette at court and as represenative of the Empress dictates its 
social policy. She will outrank all other ladies at court except those of the blood royal, 
Countess Buelow, wife of the imperial chancellor, and Mme. de Brockdorff. This 
will be heard on Countess Keller, upon whom her majesty conferred the title of 
dame du palais only a little time ago. 

Fraulein von Gersdorff and Countess Armgard von Stollberg, both styled lady- 
in-waiting, make up the rest of the Empress’ titled retinue. 

Countess Brockdorff, nee Baroness Loen, a woman of 58, is of distinguished ap- 
pearance, Countess Keller is 10 years younger and more noted for her agreeable 


character than for good looks. Fraulein von Gensdorff won't see 40 again and the 


Kaiser never tires making fun of her embonpoint. Countess Armgard alone has the 
prettiness of youth—born in 1877. She is the youngest hofdame ever employed in 
her majesty’s service. 

You can understand, then, why Berlin is now admiring the portrait of Baroness 
von Ketteler exhibited in the show windows of all the fashionable stores. 

In the Kaiser's suite Count Perponcher holds the post corresponding to that 
intended for Baroness Ketteler, he being master of the wardrobe. But while his posi- 
tion is largely ornamental, an Emperor's wardrobe, consisting n wadays principally 
of uniforms for which there ‘are distinct regulations, the duties of the mistress of the 
robe are many. 


If Baroness von Ketteler takes up her residence in Germany an apartment of 


four parlors, besides bedrooms, wardrobe room and servants’ quarters, will be set 
aside for her in Berlin, Potsdam, Casse] and Wiesbaden, or wherever the court nay 
be for any length of time. 

The apartments at the Berlin Schloss and Potsdam Neues Palaise intended for 
her use are second only to those occupied by the Emperor and Empress. A royal 
chasseur will be on watch in the first ante-chamber night and day to attend to call- 
ers; messages are delivered to her excellency by her secretary, who occupies the 
second ante-chamber. These persons and the other servants, namely, coachman and 
groom, two tootmen and as many maids, are paid by the royal exchequer. 

Six carriage horses are at her ladyship’s disposal, besides saddle horses from 
the Empress’ stable. The mistress of the robe is entitled to a gala coach and four on 
state occasions, and her coachman and groom wear the imperial livery—leather 
breeches and high boots, black coat, festooned with black eagles on red and silver 
ground, with silver cords and tassels across the breast, and a silk hat with silver lace 
and cockade. 

The salary of the mistregs is 30,000 marks per year, besides per juisites. The latter 
include, beside lodging, servants, etc., as set forth, medical attendance free of charge 
and board for the incumbent and her private servants. On all journeys the mistress 
of the robe takes her place in the imperial palace car, and when she travels alone she 
is paid general field marshal’s milage. 

The mistress of the robe is entitled to a place at the royal table, but usually takes 
only luncheon, dinner and supper with their majesties, for, the Kaiser being an early 
riser, breakfast is an informal affair. At table her excellency sits at the side of a 
prince, ambassador or officer who holds at the least lieutenant-general’s rank. She 
might prefer to talk to some great artist or scienific man, but that wouldn’t do. 

If the Empress is not present at table the mistress of the robe gives the sign to 
rise, conforming, of course, to the Kaiser’s wishes. 

Naturally the mistress of the robe sets the fashion for the other court ladies;al! go 
to dinner and supper in grand toilct, even if the repast be set for 4 o'clock in the ait- 
ernoon. Grand toilet means a long-trained silk gown, cut very low.in the neck, rich 
jewels and elaborate bead dress. As ancient court superstition talooes dar’. colors, 
except for mourning and hali-mourning, the ladies wear light dresses only; but in 
view of the fact that the mistress of the robe is usually an elderly woman, the in- 
cumbent is permitted to wear darker shades of violet occasionally, 

Where an American woman is concerned dress sinks ino insignificance by the 
side of the table regulations. While the Kaiser is not an excessive drinker, he presses 
liquors on his official family and guests. Madeira, port and sherry are set before

Rhine wines—Steinberger Cabinet and Johannisberger exclusively—go with the en- 
trees, and batteries of Burgundy are drawn up with the roast. Then comes the French 
champagne, Heidsic Royal, while with the dessert old Tokay and Muscat Lunel are 
drunk. All this in one hour! Of course no one at table is actually compelled to 
drink all these wines, but no one can help making a show of doing so. 

The beauty and youth of Baroness von Ketteler will show best on state occa- 
sions, when the Kaiser revives the splendor of past ages. One of the reminders of 
old davs is the “great entry.” After the guests of their majesties, sometimes from 
5000 to 6000 in number, assemble in the brilliantly lit halls, the imperial couple enters, 
preceded by heralds, great dignitaries of the crown, swarms of courtiers, high officers 
and pages. 

At the head of the procession walk heralds in medieval dress, playing on an- 
cient silver bugles draped with cloth of gold. The court marshals, carrying gold- 
knobbed ivory staffs, follow, then the lord-guardians of the regalia, the grand 
chamberlain, Duke of Ujest, who bears the crown on a purple cushion; the Prince 
of Hatzfeldt with the orb of the realm, and Prince Ploss, sword-bearer. 

Now an interval of some half minute, and a platoon of pages, good-looking 
bovs in scarlet coats with silver lace, white silk stockings and toy swords, announce 
the Emperor and [mpress. 

Since even kings_no longer balance crowns on their locks, the Kaiser has on a 
modest silver helmet, topped by an eagle without spread wings, but his Queen is re- 
splendent with a diadem of precious stones, having the great “Regent” in the center, 
And while the chancellor walks at William's side the mistress of the robe attends the 
Empress. | 

That is her excellency’s opportunity. From the back of her powdered hair 
hangs the “mantilla,” mark of her office, It is a black lace shaw! of exquisite work- 
It falls to the bottom of the skirt, ending where

But whether all the noble dames on the list be admitted is left entirely to the 
discretion of the mistress of the robe. The lists are made up weeks beforehand, and

a lady to be summoned which thaf functionary can not pass on to the chamberlains, 
and as there is no chance for explanation the Empress sometimes sees her orders

This indicates the power of a mistress of the robe and the great confidence im- 
posed in her. : 
If some of the great ladies over whom the American baroness will hold sway 
should take exception to her appointment, Mme. von Ketteler may point out that 
her name is as good as any in the empire. The Kettelers exercised royal power for 


over 200 years. Gotthard III. von Ketteler beeame Duke of Courland and Semi- 
gallia in 1561, and he and his successors ruled until 1/3¢, when Empress Anna of 


Russia compelled their subjects to elect her favorite, Biron, as their prince. Until 
recently the Duchess of Courland was a leading figure at the Berlin court, but her 
family ‘was recognized by Prussia only in 1854, while the Kettelers figure in history 
since the eleventh century. , 

Among the functions of the mistress of the robe that of fastening the crown on 
her majesty’s head is perhaps th most envied. The crown and regalia belongs to the 
people and the treasury holds the mistress of the robe responsible. : lt a diamond, 
pearl or other jewel is lost it must be replaced. The regalia is examined before use 
and pieces having loosé or insecure stones are sent back by the mistress. 

Baroness von Ketteler will be the Kaiserin’s chief adviser in dress. His Majesty 


concerns himself with every detail of his vast household and has decided opinions on 
women’s apparel. He often quarrels with Countess Brockdorff about selections, 
telling her of tasteful toilets he sees worn by American and English ladies. So the 
grand mistress will probably be glad of the chance to shift this responsibility, par- 
ticularly as her American colleague will make no claim to one of the perquisites of 
the office, Her Majesty's cast-off dresses. As it comes from the shop, the Em- 
press wears a dress only once; for a second appearance it is altered. After that the 
mistress of the robe or the grand mistress may have it for her own use or to sell.

Majesty is unwilling to receive other officials or private visitors the mistress of the 
robe takes her place.

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University Boarding Club Mem- 
bers Now Live on $1.25 a 
Week and Have What- 
ever They Want.

OOD table board, $1.25 per week! 

(; This is what is offered to students 

of Missouri's largest institution of 
earning through the medium of a co-oper- 

ative boarding club which has at present 176 
members. 

Applying the principle of public owner- 
ship to the problem of victuals and drink, 
the members gf the University Boarding 
Club of Missouri State University have cut 
their weekly expense account nearly in 
half, and incidentally have struck a blow 
at the boarding house business in the pret- 
ty college town of Columbia. 

Although the charge for board ts a frac- 
tion less than 6 cents a meal, this rate is 
comfortably in excess of the actual cost 
of furnishing the food. From 3 cents to 4% 
cents is the average cost of each meal per 
student, and when all salaries and contin- 
gent expenses are paid it is more often 
a surplus than a deficit which confronts 
the officers of the club. 

There are few handsomer buildings itn 
Columbia than the new three-story dormi- 
tory in which the dining hall of the Uni- 
versity Boarding Club Is located. In this 
structure and in another older and smaller 
brick building adjoining 150 students are 
accommodated. The only other persons in 
the two dormitories are the members of 
the family of Steward George Henderson. 

For the etiquette of the rooms and the 
hallway, as well as that of the table, the 
rules made and enforced by the students 
themselves must provide, and these rule¢s 
are enforced by regularly constituted offi- 
cers. A pamphlet of 24 pages, containing 
the regulations of the club itn full, is 
placed in the hands of every man who en- 
ters the club as a boarder or a lodger, and 
the one sufficient penalty for violation of 
the rules is expulsion from the club. 

In the big dining hall on the second floor 
of the new club building are 22 tables, with 
eight chairs’ around each. Three times a 
day, at regularly appointed hours, large 
dishes of meat and vegetables are placed 
on the table by members of the serving 
committees. Then, while the.viands are 
smoking on the tables, the doors of the hall 
are unlocked and the waiting and often 
clamorous students are admitted, Here time 
fs an important factor, and he who lingers 
over his books or on the athletic field be- 
yond the hour set for the opening of.the 
dining hall doors can blame no one but 
himself if his meal consists principally of 
home-made, bread or small biscuits, with 
oleomargarine and sorghum for relishes. 

Butter is an article which the University 
Boarding Club does not pretend to furnish, 
and the time-honored cow joke is out of or- 
der at its tables. ‘Having for our object 
economy,” reads the preamble of the club's 
constitution, and this is the object which 
the organization had in view when “fresh 
country butter’’ was dropped from the bill 
of fare and the patented substitute adopted, ’ 

A more popular club staple than ‘‘oleo”’ 
is the rich sorghum, which, in its glass re 
ceptacles, forms an amber-hued center- 
plece to each table. No one has been known 
to grow enthusiastic over the ‘‘oleo,’’ but 
the sorghum is celebrated in college song 
and verse, and more than one freshman 
spending Christmas at home has mourned 
the absence from the family board of the 
“New Orleans’ which he had been accus- 
tomed to smear upon his daily bread at the 
close of each meal at the club. 

Coffee and milk are furnished at break- 
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served at breakfast with a certainty almost 


as unfailing as that of old’. Sol's daily Fill 


rounds. In biscuit-making small sizes pre- 
vail. The chief variety is sought in meat, 
and it is one of the steward’s chief cares 
to see that beef. pork, mutton, sausage and 
liver are placed before his carnivorous pat- 
rons in their proper sequence.

The table etiquette of the University 
Boarding Club is not that of a girls’ board- 
ing school or of a fashionable hotel, but It 
has its system of checks and balances, with 
money “nes as penalties for small offenses, 
and expulsion as the doom of the chronic 
transgressor. Here the four monitors, elect- 
ed by their fellow students, have despotio 
power. A case in which this power was re- 
cently exercised was that of the president 
of the University Y. M. C. A. In a moment 
when hilarity got the better of discretion, 
he threw a baked potato at a fellow stu- 
dent. This act was reported to the monitor, 
and the head of the college religious or- 
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ganization had to pay a fine before his 
restoration te good standing in the club. 

Grace before meat is omitted at the club, 
The reason for this apparent breach of-a 
pious custom, according to the members of 
the club, is found in the system by which 
all the eatables are placed on the tables in 
large common dishes. Human nature is no- 
where more impatient of conventional re- 
straints than in a hungry student, and 
those who devoutly closed their eyes to 
await an invocation before each meal! might 
open them to find that some irreverent com- 
panion had loaded his plate with the chol- 
cest of the food offered. 

Regular business meetings of the mem- 
bers, with compulsory attendance, are held 
weekly to receive the reports of the offi- 
cers. Of these the most i@pportant are the 
commisssary and the treasurer. The com- 
missary, as disbursing agent of the club, 
must meet all complaints as to the quality 
of food furnished. Under the administration 
of John Bowman, the present commis- 
sary, complaints have been few, as tha 
ways of Columbia grocers are an open book 
to him. On all transactions between him and 
the treasurer and auditing committee must 
pass. 

No one can beat his board bill at the 
club. ‘‘One week in advance” is the univer- 
sal rule, and no sentiment is exercised in its

application. At each meeting of the club 
the treasurer reads the names of any who 
are failing behind, and every man who re- 
mains in arrears {s dropped. The money 
collected is placed In bank and paid eut on 
warrants from the commissary and audit- 
ing committee. 

Steward Henderson is a veteran in the 
work of feeding students. Mrs. Henderson 
and her two little daughters eat-with the 
students, and while the duties of the family 
are principally connected with the dining 
room, they ha a general oversight of the 
new club building. 

The offices of president and treasurer 
change hands monthly. Norman C. Fre- 
dinburger, now president of the club, is also 
one of the four monitors, all post-graduate 
students, who serve for the vear. The voth- 
er three are Henry C. Fredinburger, Clyde 
Williams and E. E. Fyler. 

Twelve censors, appointed by the prest- 
dent, report breaches of etiquette ind have 
power to impose fines for offenses. Their 
duties include keeping order in the halls as 
well as at the table. 

The constitution of the club provides that 
the weekly charge for board to members 
shall be fixed by vote of the club at 
meeting, and shall not exceed $1.75. 
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been the rate for each week of the present 
year. 

For accommodations in the dormitory the 
prices are as low in proportion as the charge 
for board. This is possible from the fact 
that the dormitories are furnished by the 
state of Missouri, which does not undertake 
to make money out of its students. At the 
beginning of the school year each student 
pays from $12 toe $20 for his room for the 
year. The rooms are lighted and heated at 
state expense, and a laundry is run in con- 
nection with the club houses in which the 
prevailing prices are one-half of those 
charged by the Chinaman who sprinkles 
shirts and collars through his teeth a few 
blocks away. 

The latest phase which the club has as- 
sumed is that of a factor in college politics.

INCE the beginning of the “new navy’’ 
S the United States has steadily ad- 
vanced in warship construction, un- 
til at present she is recognized as one of 
the great naval powers. Instead of the 
United States following in the wake of for- 
eign nations those nations now seek and 
follow American ideas. 

The size of the United States navy has 
mot increased in the samé proportion as 
those of the other powers, but in design, 
mraterial, equipment and efficiency it is the 
equal, if not the superior, of any navy in 
the world. This result is due largely to the 
ability and energy of Rear Admiral Philip 
Hichborn, chief constructor of the navy 
and chief of the bureau of construction ani 
repair. When the “new navy" was in its 
infancy, and some time before he was ap- 
pointed to this arduous position, his coun- 
gel and advice were sought, and his thor- 
ough knowledge of the requirements for 
paval vessels is plainly proved in the de- 


signs of some of the early warships. 

The latest products are the 14 vessels for 
which bids will be opened within three 
months, consisting of five battleships of 
about 16,0060 tons displacement, six armored 
cruisers of about 15.000 tons and the three 
protected cruisers o” about 10,000 tons. 


The protected cruisers, named the 8&t. 
Louis, Milwaukee-and Charleston (the lat- 
ter to continue the name of the 3700 ton 
vessel wrecked Nov. 2, 1899, off Kamiguin 
Island, in the Philippine group) are the 
most formidable of their class in the world. 
In fact, so close do they approach the type 
of second-class armored cruisers that they 
might easily be mistaken for such. In an 
engagement they would prove themselves 
a match for some of the armored cruisers 
of other navies. #& comparison of their 
principal data~ with that of the British 
Monmouth class will demonstrate thelr

MUGGLING John Chinaman into the 
United States has become such an ex- 
tensive and profitable business that 

the government: officials urge Congress to 
stop it. 

It is annéunced upon government author- 
ity that not less than four thousand Chinese 
Coole immigrants are being smuggled into 
the country every year and that there cre 
in New York City ‘alone six Chinese secret 
societies engaged in this illegal work. These 
societies are managed by wealthy and 
crafty Celestials, who cause to be printed 
in China advertisements offering to get any 
Chinaman into the United States despite 
the exclusion act if he will pay the society 
a certain sum of money. In case the appll- 
cant is not able to pay the full amount when 
he is brought in, he is compelled ¢o give a 
blood oath that hie will be bound to the so- 
clety and pay it money at regular intervals 
after reaching the United States. He !s sup- 
posed to find employment or go into busl- 
ness immediately upon arrival, and the s0- 
clety sleuths see to it that he discharges his 
obligation. 

These 4000 Chinamen are not, of course, 
brought into the country in a clash with 
the officials whose duty it is to see that the 
Chinese are excluded. But the exclusion 
act, like a poor farmer’s fence, is not pig- 
tight. The Chinese are shrewd enough to 
have found holes in it, and in this they are 
aided and abetted by many white men. 
There is no prescribed penalty for the man 
who assists a Chinaman to violate the ex- 
clusion laws, and the absence of such a 
clause in the national law emboldens many 
persons to “ngage in the business without 
fear. 

The majority of the Chinese who are 
smuggled into the country now are brought 
over from Hong Kong via the Canadian 
Pacific Steamship Co. and landed at Van- 
couver, when they are loaded upon Cana- 
dian Pacific trains and taken to Montre- 
al. The nearest point of attack from Mon- 
treal is at Malone, a little city in the 
northwest portion of New York. Here the 
Chinese cross the border in great num- 
bers, and the sheriff of Franklin County, 
where the crossings are made, is kept busy 
catching Chinamen and locking them up 
in the Malone jail. He seldom has less 
than 100 Chinamen in jail there await- 
ing trial, and has often many more. 

In the case of Wong-Kim-Ark, in 1897, 
the United States Supreme Court ruled that 
Chinese born in the United States prior 
to 1889 and afterward returning to China, 
could not be refused admission to this 
country if they sought to return. This de- 
cision gave the smugglers an opening. 
They reasoned that ft would only be neces- 
sary for the imported Chinaman to make 
affidavit that he was born in the United 
States and afterward returned to China, 
producing two witnesses In substantiation. 
This is now the plea of every defendant 
arraigned at Malone. He swears he was 
born in San Francisco prior to 1880 and aft- 
erward returned to China, and he produces 
two other Chinamen from the United 
States who swear the defendant is their 
brother, cousin or relative in some wise 
and that they know him to have been born 
in San Francisco. This is a claim which 
the attorneys for the government find It 
hard to refute, for no record of Chinese 
births was kept in San, Francisco prior to 


1880. The absurdity of the wholesale claim 
that San Francisco is }the birthplace of 
the thousands of app&cants is shown, 
however, by the statistical proof that prior 
to 1890 there were not more than four 
thousana Chinese women in California and 
that nine-tenths of these were prostitutes. 
The government officials find it expen- 
sive business fighting these imposters of 
Chinese, and they insist that the annual 
appropriation of $100,000 for this purpose is 
wholly inadequate. It costs $40.80 to take 
a witness from New York to Malone to 
prove a single point for the government 
and $35.50 to take a witness from Boston 
and produce him in court for one day. 
These witnesses could not be secured at all 
until the government convinced the Chinese 
that it would protect anyone giving evi- 
dence in its behalf. Chinese, of 
course, know each other well enough 
to know when there is perjury to smug- 
gle a Chinaman tn, but very few of them 
have courage enough to tell what they 
know.

UCH misinformation regarding the 
M Chinese exclusion act obtains tn 
the public mind. The provision was 
enacted for the purpose of excluding the un- 
desirable coolle class, not merchants, tqur- 
ists, students or others who might not only we 
no detriment to the community, but a bene- | 
fit. The first violations were principally by 
the alleged retiring merchant classes, by 
means of fraudulent papers, attested by two 
white witnesses, who were generally bribed 
for a pittance to back up the Chinamen’s 
statements, Investigations into these cases, 
and a thorough revision of methods, caused 
them to fall off 80 per cent. 


The invasion of this country by Chinese 
coolles entering from the territory of our 
northern neighbor has become so serfous 
that it may be necessary to close the Cana- 
dian ports altogether in order to force the 
Chinese to make application for admission 
at San Francisco, Portland or some other 
seaport where the collector of customs has 
final jurisdiction. When, by the act of 1894, 
Congress declared that the decision of the 
collector of customs as to the right of a 
Chinaman to enter the United States should 
be final, the effect of that legislation was to 
give the collector practically the power to 
deport such of the undesirable ‘mmigrants 
45 were not entitled under the laws and the 
treaty to admission tnto the United States. 

When a collector on the border decides 
that a Chinese apovlicant {ts not entitled te 
admission into the country th Chinaman 
returns to Canada. In the course of a week 
or a month he ts either smuggled over the 
border or walks across abd {s tried before 
the United States commissioner upon some 
ground or other. Steamship companies Jand- 
ing their immigrants at San Francisco, New 
York or other United States port must, tn 
the event of rejection, take the immigrant 
back to the country whence he came. While 
the Canadian Pacific Transportation Co. 
loads the Chinese at Hong Kong for United 
States points upon some kind of evidence as 
to thelr right to enter the United States, it 
does not bring them actually into United 
States territory, but bears them by train 
usually to the station in Canada nearest 
the border. There they are unloaded, and 
the company at the same time unloads all 
responsibility for the return of the China- 
men in case the !tmmigrants are not per- 
mitted to enter the United States, All coat 
of the trials and deportations incurred ty 
the government in consequence of cases 
arising upon the Canadian border could be 
avoided by closing these Canadian ports of 
entry and throwing the matter back inte 
the jurisdiction of the seaport collectors, 

It is thought that a bill, with some ad- 
ditional features, the necessity of which has 
become apparent during recent experiences, 
will be passed by the present Congress. If 
this is accomplished—as, in the interest of 
all law-abiding American citizens it should 
be—the efficient enforcement of the act pro- 
viding for the exclusion of a most undesir- 
able element from our community wilil be 
assured.

HE trouble with smuggled Chinese does 
it not often reach us this far in the tIn- 


terior, though it is a fact that the 
preseni exclusion act is not keeping the Chi- 
namen out. We have deported eight, I 
think, from St. Louls since the exclusion 
act became effective, and I have had some 
experience with the people who do the 
smuggling. 

I remember one case in which a Chinaman 
came to me in behatt of a friend. He said 
that his friend had been tn business in. St. 
Louis, and had returned to China on @ visit. 
I went myself to see the firm tn which the 
suspected Chinaman was said to have ® 
thousand-dollar investment. The members 
of the firm said that they did not know him 
and that he had no tnterest In their busl- 
ness. The fraud was easily exposed, but the 
perpetrator could not be punished. 

Such a condition of affairs naturally 
makes the smuggler very bold In his ineth- 
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of the two military masts. Additional 


_platforms are bullt upon the masts to ac- 
eommodate two searchlights. Electric am- 
munition hoists are designed to supply the 
‘guns with the greatest rapidity, making 
it possible to hurl against an enemy & 
broadside of about twelve tons of metal 
per minute.

In the construction and equipment of the 
St. Louls class as small a quantity as pos- 
sible of wood ts to be used, and wherever 
used is to be electric fireproofed. Each ves- 
sel of this class ts fitted to accommodate 
a fag officer and staff In conjunction with 
the regular complement. In commission 
the number of officers will be 39 and the 
crew will number 62% men, for which are 
provided 16 boats, ranging from & 38-foot 
steam cutter to a 16-foot dinghy. 

In addition to these two 12-foot punts and 
two liferafts will be carried. These boats 
are stowed in chocks on the superstructure 
deck and swung out by four cranes.

Having rejected the Zorn ena 
Fierce looked elsewhere for an artist to 
paint him a portrait of his deceased wile. 
Carl Blenner and Ferraris, the 
painter, were engiged to execut 
sions for him. 

The Ferrraris portrait came nearer satis- 
fying Mr. Fierce than the other two. Fer- 
raris, who has painted several crowned 
heads of Europe and some prominent New 
Yorkers, among them Mrs. Theodore Have- 
mever, the sugar -king'’s wife, came to St. 
Louls a year ago last summer. He painted 
the portrait of Mrs. Pierce in his temporary 
studio at a West End hotel! and finished it 
in the Pierce home. 

Naturally the wor@ had to be done from 
photographs, of which a large number were 
in existence. Millionaire Pierce gave carte 
blanche to Strauss, who had made most of 
Mrs. Plerce’s photographs, to furnish the 
painter with anything he might require to 
facilitate his work. 

Ferraris required a great deal. He had 
life-size photographs made of Mrs. Pierce's 
head. Exact measurements were taken of 
the length and width of the face, and the 
head was produced from an unretouched 
negative, showing all the character lines of 
the face, just as the most reliable of all 
painters, the sun ray, fastens them upon 
the sensitized plate. 

The measurements were so exact that not 
the difference of a hair’s breadth could be 
detected. Other photographs were made, 
treating the eyes, the mouth and the hands 
in the same manner. 

With these exposures for his gulde, Fer- 
raris began his studies. He idealized the 
mouth by imagining how such a mouth 
would look in a smile. He obtained correct 
information as to the color of the eyes, and 
with the photograph as his preceptor, he 
painted into the on the canvas the 
light that would illuminate them in life. In 
this manner he reproduced from the cut 
and dried photographs the face of the late 
Mrs. Pierce as her friends said that they 
remembered her on many occasions. 

But the face was not the only difficulty 
that confronted the artist. Mr. Pierce want- 
ed his dead wife painted in her favorite 
Kown. This was a superb yellow brocade, 
in which she was much admired at a swell 
St. Louis Club function and in the opera 
box, 

A woman who had been for years. em- 
ployed in-the Pierce household, and whose 
figure resembled that of Mrs. Pierce itn 
height and build, was used by Mr. Fer- 
raris to don the gown. She was posed as 
the artist desired to portray his subject 
and the work of painting the figure to the 
head was begun. The undertaking was stu- 
pendous and consumed several weeks. Fer- 
raris’ studies of the head alone required 
the devotion of many days. 

At the time of Ferraris’ visit to St. Louis 
he was asked why Mr. Pierce objected to 
the Zorn portrait. The painter answered 
that Mr. Pierce wanted resemblance, like- 
nesses, not ‘‘Zorns.”’ 

However that may be, a judge and jury 
will have to decide upon the hearing 
expert testimony.

First—What constitutes a portrait? 
Second—Can an artist insist upon payment 
for his work executed to his own satisfac- 
tion, even ff it {s not to the liking of the 
man who pays for it?

OHN B. HUNT, known only as 
“Firebug” Jonhson, served a long- 


s 
er continuous term than any other 


man ever confined in the Missouri peni- 
tentiary. - 

He spent more time in solitary confine- 
ment than any other American prisoner 
on record, 

During the greater part of his impris- 
onment he has been considered most des- 
perate and incorrigible. He was pardoned 
a few days ago by Gov, Stephens on coh- 
dition that he would leave the stat. 

It is a rare thing for a prisoneg-to sur- 
vive 15 years of incarceration, Johnson 
survived 18 years and 2 months, 

It is an extremely rare thing for a pris- 
oner to endure three years of solitary 
confinement without going mad. John- 
gon endured nearly 12 yeare of solitary 
confinement, and nearly 10 of those years 
without a break, yet his mind developed, 
his reason strengthened and becaine more 
acute. 

When Johnson entcred the peniten- 
tiary in October, 1882, he was an illiter- 
ate backwoodsman of 26. .To him the 
English alphabet was as a Greek hiero- 
glyph to the average schoolhoy. 

Johnson leaves the penitentiary 44 years 
old, a polished scholar, l@arned in book- 
ish lore, quoting Shakespeare and writ- 
ing smooth and rounded sentences. 

This is one of the marvels of Johnson's 
prison career, but not the greatest mar- 
vel. That ligs in the simple fact that he is 
not a gihbbering maniac, 

That Johnson was developed .by the sort 
of confinement and punishment that crushes 
the strongest men, mentally and physical. 
ly—this is the stupendous Marvel which 
makes him the most reniarkable convict of 
the age. This is the miracle of the story. 

The mere fact ®f long 4nearceration ia un- 
interesting. The man’s trime is a mere de- 
tail. There are criminals to spare. Johnson 
was convicted of robbing an old eoufle in 
Shelby County who had given him shelter— 
but that is not the story. 

The story begins with his tnearceration 
on a sentence of 12 years, Flogged innum- 
erable times, manacled and maimed, flung 
into a dark cel] searcely larger thn a grave, 
companioned only by solitude through near- 
ly 12 tedious years, hated and feared alike 
by warden, guard and‘ fellow-prisoner—yet 
he cémes forth, one is tempted to say, “a 
gentleman and a scholar,” his- first utter- 
ence after his liberation being a quotation 
Some 
one observed that Johnson’s hair had turned 
Gray. He said: 

“My hair is gray, but not with years, 


Nor grew it white in a single night 
As men’s have grown frow sudden fears ”’ 


And then he added: 


“My very chalns and T are friends, 
So much a long communion tends 
To make us what we are.”’ 


Shortly before hig release Johnson wrote 
the following letter to the governor's wife: 
JEKVFERSON CITY, Mo., Mec. 2, 1900, 
Mrs. L. V. Stephens: 

Dear Madam—I would very much like to 
seo you. I think they fre going to give me 
my liberty, and the mere thought of it 
sets me wild. I bave not slept any for 
three nights, while my heart has been beat- 
ing like’a sicam engine and fluctuating be- 
tween hope and fear. 

Liberty, the buoy of hope, the stay of life, 
the ambrosial nectar upon which the 
Soul of even @ poor prisoner feeds, is soon 
to be mine once more, and I want to see 
you, to ask you to forgive me and to send 
me on my way witb your blessing, for once 
in my despair and madness I blamed you 
slong with the governor for not getting my 
liberty. 

My love for liberty I think made me un- 
reasonable; hope led me to expect more, 
perhaps, than I deserved. 

Although the suffering 
through has been terrible, 
am the better for it. 

I feel kindlier toward my fellowman, as 
well as more enlightened, and when I leave 
here it will be with a mind devoted to the 
principles of gight-aud with a fixed dcier- 
Mination to do right.

Johnson was one of the 1906 convicts Ma- 
bie to this sort of discipline. Other men the 
lash crushed and cowed. Johnson it invigs 
rated with new life. In others it killed the 
spirit, it extinguished the last flickering 
spark of manhood. In Johnson it revivittied 
the drooping spirit; it awoke the sleeping 
tiger; it aroused the slumbering hyena; it 
made out of the man a monster. 

This convict felt the lash and registered 
to heaven a high resolve—he would be free.

Still he called for books—not the text- 
books of elementary instruction, but the 
classics of the language. He cared little for 
fiction and seldom asked for a novel, He 
wanted solid reading. Shakspeare was a 
favorite with him. Byron he devoured pas- 
sionately. Mill on Liberty, Locke on the 
Human Understanding, Emerson's Essays, 
histories of England, France, Rome, Greece, 
the United States—this class of books 
Johnson drew from the prison library, 
through Maj. Gill, and read with appre- 
ciation. 

After Maj. Gill retired from his prison po- 
sition and returned to St. Louis he was 
surprised one day to receive a bulky pack- 
age from Jefferson City. He opened it and 
found within a manuscript book of 740 
pages, written by Johnson, describing his 
10 years in the solitary and explaining how 
he kept from going mad, Johnson requested 
Maj. Gill to secure a publisher for the book 
and let the author share the proceeds. The

At last the convict fdund that virtue was 
more powerful than violence, for Gov. Ste- 
phens granted him a pardon on the condi-

So Johnson, telling the prison officials 
that his name is really John B, Hunt and 
that he was reared in Howard County and 
probably had several brothers and sisters 
living, came forth into the world. He put 
on a sulg of man’s clothing, and with trans- 
portation to El Paso, Tex., and $81 donated 
by officers of the prison, he took a train 
for the southwest, accompanied by Warden 
Starke to the state line. Johnson carried 
also an English sparrow, successor in his 
affections to the cockroach comrades. 

At Parsons, Kan., Johnson got off the

mistreated yne in that prison, and I am 
Soing to stop right here and make a fight 
tor the right to live wherever I please.” 

And this shows that he Is still, in essen- 
tials, the Johnson of the solitary, whose 
theory was that the world owes every man 
his liberty and it is every man’s duty to 
couect the dehbr. 

It is evidently Johnson's intention to try 
to make a living, for the time ‘being, by 
lecturing @out his prison life, as did John 
W. Re ynolds. The Kansas ex-convict, a few 
years ago. Johnson, immediately upon ar- 
riving at Parsons, went to a printing office 
and had some handbills print advertis- 
ing ‘‘Missouri’s Notorious J. Johnson, 
who would appear that evening at a hall 
and tell about his ten years in a filihy 
dungeon and ‘man’s inhumanity to man.’ ”’ 

But, according to a letter which Johnson 
Wrote to *x-Gov. Johnson under date of 
Dec. 9, some one in Missouri wrote to the 
mayor of Parsons asking him to prevent 
Johnson from speaking, and the city mar- 
shal notified him that he would not be 
allowed to speak. 


Johnson, in his letter to the St. Louls 
lawyer, whom he addresses as “Dear 
old friend of the oppressed,” refers to the 
fact that he is prevented from lecturing 
by his enemies in Missourl. He requests 
ex-Gov. Johnson to send him a letter of 
recommendation, and to aid him in his ef- 
fort to secure a full and unconditjonal par- 
don from incoming Gov. Dockery, so that 
he may live wherever he chooses and not 
be trammeled by a conditional pardon. He

injunction been literally obeyed. Doubtless 
Henry VIII of England had it in mind when 
he declared that though the Pope might 
send his chancellor a red hat he'd leave him 
ne’er a head to wear it. 


This hat is bright red, round, low in 
the crown, with a wide stiff rim, from the 
inside of which hang 15 tassels attached 
to a triangle. One may be seen suspended 
from the roof of the Cathedral in New 
York, directly over the sanctuary, where it 


was hung after the death of Cardinal Mc 


Closkey. 


The red hat is for grand ceremonies only. 
Ordinarily a cardinal wears the mitre if 
he be a bishop, and the simar, or red flow- 
ing cassock. If he be a member of a relig- 
ious order he wears its habit. The “such- 
etta,” a tight, close-fitting skull cap, is 
worn by all, however. When Cardinal Gtb- 
bons goes for a stroll gn Baltimore, which 
happens every fine day, the zachetta may 
be seen beneath his old-fashioned silk hat, 
and the effect is rather odd. 


The creation of an American cardinal. 


would give the college three members to 
whom English is the mother tongue, for 
there is one English cardinal, Vaughn of 
Westminster. Three votes in the next elec-— 
tion for pope may be a great deal; may 
even elect a compromise candidate. From 
the days of Peter there has been but one 
English-speaking pope, Adrian IV., and 
there is no other race so largely Catholic 
which has been so little favored.

It is of record 
that the gold was captured, Where did it 
go to if it was not buried? 

Some years ago an expedition was fitted 
out to explore the recesses of an island near 
Jamaica, where, tradition says, the old buc- 
ecaneer, Morgan, secreted his treasure. Af 
old diamond had been handed down in the 
traditional and ‘‘Treasure Island” manner, 
which showed a cave the mouth to which 
was under water. Fntrance could only be 
gained by diving. The place was found and 
the treasure-seekers dove under the water 
and came up in the entrance of the cave. 
They found evidence of treasure once 
having been there, but no gold. 

Research geemed to show that after he 
had been made governor of Jamaica Mor- 
gan, suspecting that certain of his former 
followers knew of the hiding place of his 
gold and were willing to sell their informa- 
tion, removed the plunder to another and a 
safer place. Where was it? 

On the shores of the Americas and the 
islands of the Caribbean there must be 
millions upon millions of gold which in the 
course of the long years of piracy were 
secreted against the time which never came 
—the time the red rovers dreamed of— 
when they could go bacq to their native 
country and live at their ease. 

Besides all the gold lost to the world 
through the pirates there are the vast 
amounts which’ were hidden by the Inca 
and by the successor of Montezuma, the 
great Guatemetzin. Guatemetzin was tor- 
tured by the Spanish with the design of 
making him reveal the hiding place of his 
vast horde of gold which the conquestadores 
spoke of as ‘a vast room full.”” But he 
did not reveal, even under torture, the 
place where the gold had been hidden. Tra- 
dition says that the place of concealment 
was somewhere in Arizona or New Mexico, 

In Peru Atahualpa, without much effort, 
paid to Pizzaro a ransom of $15,000,000, The 
Spaniards had reason to bellfeve that the 
Inca had secreted other stores of gold of 
immense value. Search for that hidden 
store has been going on ever since the days 
of the conquestadores, but no man has yet 
found its hiding place. Not only did the 
Inca hide his gold, but his great lords and 
chiefs did the same. Not long ago there 
was found buried in the bottom of a lake 
in an Andean valley a store of gold worth 
about $200,000 which had been hidden at 
the time of the Spanish invasion by the 
ruling chief of the district. Much gold has 
from time to time been found also in the 
tombs of the ancient Peruvians—but not the 
buried treasure of Atahualpa. Maybe the 
projected Pan-American railway will lay 
its sleepers over the treasure’s grave. 

But one seeking for buried treasure need 
not go furthr than the East. river, New 
York. Off Port Morris was sunk the Brit- 
ish ship Huzzar, bearing gold to the amount 
of $250,000 to pay the English troops in New 
York during the war of the revolution. Two 
or three companies have been organized to 
Ypyyy We, rescue the treasure of Huzzar.

at the meeting of the British association. 
This body, comprising the most eminent 
ecientific men of Great Britain, meets an- 
nually, when the members make known 
their discoveries during the year. Coal 
was the chief topic in the geological sec- 
tion. While the scientists were not agreed 
as to all the details of the process, they 
were unanimous upon general points that 
are in conflict with the theories now given 
in encyclopedias. 

In general it was concluded that the sub- 
stances going Into the composition of coal 
were sub-aqueous deposits, Many coal 
seams show such marked evidences of 
drifted matter as to make this point cer- 
tain. Much of the coal mn these seams is 
unquestionably made up of email weter- 
worn chips of wood or bark. 

‘The early view of the formation of coal 


ted to the theory that it eep:resented forest 


wacts in the spots where they grew, But 
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as disputing this—while land surfaces were 
found in the seams—rain. pittings, sun- 
cracks and footprints were found, not in 
the coal, but tn the intervening strata, The 
erect tree trunks uncovered were most of- 
ten found in sandstone devoid of coal, only 
the fewest specimens being rooted in the 
under clay and having association with the 
coal seams. Land shelis, insect and rep- 
tilian fossils, too, are rare in the coal. The 
under clays did not resemble soils and fre- 
quently, too, they were above the cval 
instead of under the seam, Again, the per- 
sistent partings in coal beds are regarded 
as disproving the old theory for the reason 
that river systems must be asoribed to the 
land surfaces and these must have infiu- 
enced vegetation. 

Acoording to the assoctlation's findings, 
the beginning of a coal seam began after 
the outspreading of sanc and gravel, as in- 
fluenced by e water... Drifted plant re- 
mains follo and then shale, as the cur- 
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rents became less strong. The water was 
left shallow. sometimes retreating, leaving 
the surface exposed to air, Aquatic vege- 
tation sprang up, acting as an impediment 
to water movement. Then only wind-biown 
sediment was added, save as an occasional 
boulder rolled down from some overhang- 
ing height. Finally the formation of the 
seams would be brought to‘an end by @ 
sudden invasion of moving water. 
Ordinarily coal, examined under the mi- 
croscope, shows evidence of tissue frag- 
ments, spores, bacteria and the groqund sub- 
stance of coal. These suggested even the 
existence of a paleozoie mountain fora, 
such as do not exist today and of which 
no certain reeords have been preserved. 
The idea that had beén advanced sug€- 
gesting that the exceas of carbonic acid 
gas in the coal period had forced luxuriant 
vegetation was not conceded as likely. The 
only thing that could have influenced an 
excess of carbonic acid gas over the three 
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parts to 10,000 that now exist In atmosphere 
would have been a distinct difference tn the 
character of sea water. It was agreed that 
any great organic change in this was not 
likely. 

On this point Dr. Horace Brown, F. R. 8., 
had made some interesting experiments in 
Kew Gardens. Introducing unnatural quan- 
tities of carbonic acid gas into the houses 
of Kew he had observed the entire suppres- 
sion of flowering in the plants so treated, 
and a sharp shortening of the Internodes, 
or stretches of stem between which leaves 
and stems branch out. Altogether the doc- 
tor was of the opinion that any possible 
excess of carbonic acid gas in the atmos- 
phere of the coal period could have had 
only negative influences upon the growth 
and reproduction of plant life. 

The increase of this gas in the expert- 
ments had been slight, too. —

T COMES rather like a revelation to find

the Sultan, has been engaged in collecting 
statistics showing the Mussulman popula- 
tion in various parts of the world. The re- 
sult has just been published, and in view 
of the possible object of the undertaking, 
is of considerable interest. In the domin- 
ions under the personal rule of the Sultan 
the Mussulmans are stated at 18,000,000, 
while in the contiguous states and territor- 
les in Asia, including Persia, Afghanistan, 
Beloochistan, India, Russian Turkestan and 
China, their numbers are estimated at 99,- 
000,000. Africa, where the Mohammedan 
religion has made great strides in the last 
half of the century, is credited with 36,500,000 
followers of the prophet,and 23,000,000 are de- 
scribed as inhabiting other countries and 
the islands of the eastern seas. It does not 
appear that the total of these figures, 179,- 
500,000, is exaggerated, as recent estimates 
have placed the Mussulman population of 
the world at clgse upon 200,000,000. 
The Islamic world, however, 1s divided re- 
ligiously into two sections, the vagt majori- 


ty being Sunnis, and the minority, princi- 
pally in Persia, being Shiahs, who hold more

The Chinese Mohammedans, 
who are mostly found in Kashgaria, Mon- 
golia, Yunnan and Kansuh, are very vare- 
iously estimated, some authorities, basing 
their calculations on data furnished by Chi- 
nese officials for the whole empire, placing 
them as high as 20,000,000. These, like all 
the other followers of Islam belonging to the 
Sunni section are in direct communi- 
cation with the Mecca, though having little 
political affinity with Constantinople. This 
is due in great part to the lethargy of the 
Turkish character and the internal troubles 
of Turkey that called for the concentration 
of the Sultan’s attention on his own home 
affairs. But recent events have enabled him 
to look somewhat outside the immediate 
circle of his own dominions, and among the 
things which he has done has been to take 
stock of the forces over which in certain 
eventualities he might exercise some con- 
trol. 

It is now a little time since he entered in- 
to a kind of alliance with the Benoussi, who 
rold sway in the Central Soudan, and quite 
recently there has been a remarkable ex- 
change of amenities between the Sultan and 
the Shah of Persia, whose territories march 
side by side for several hundreds of miles

For a number of years the British govern- 
ment has kept a watchful eye on the grow- 
ing intimacy of the relations between the 
Mussulmans of India and Constantinople, 
and one one occasion the presence of some 
Turkish emissaries in India was the occas- 
sion of a sharp passage at arms between 
the British representative at Constantinople 
and the Sultan. The Russian government 
also last year found Itself suddenly con- 
fronted with a threatened rising of its Mus- 
sulman subjects in eastern Tyrkestan, but it 
was quickly suppressed, The source of the 
trouble was never accurately ascertained, 
some of the Russian papers ascribing it to 
Constantinople and some to Simla. 

Connecting the two important facts of the 
comparative energy with which the Sultan 
is pushing on the construction of the rail- 
way through Palestine to Mecca and his re- 
cent census-taking of the Mussulmap world, 
it is quite evident that he is watching 
events and getting ready, in his way, for 
eventualities. The aggressiveness of the 
Christian governments and missionary Oor- 
ganizations in all non-Christian countries is 
no doubt one of the animating causes of 
the Sultan’s action. He desires to concen- 
trate in his own hands, as far as possibile, 
the power of resistance contained in the 


“There is but one God,” said the speaker, | 
“and he alone is supreme. In all ages God 
has revealed himself to mankind through | 
his prophets, and whoever accepts the truth | 
from them has a new spirit—that is, a spirit | 
renewed by the heavenly truth which he has 
received.”’ 

The unity of God was impressed upon the 
audience and then the nature and office of | 
the prophet who dwelt upon, together with ' 
the signs by which a true prophet is glways | 
known. The character and work of several 
of the prophets were summarized, begin- 
ning with. Adam, who is reckoned by the 
Babists the first of the prophets. His suc- 
cessor was Noah, who told the truth that 
was imparted to him by God, but was de- 
rided and his repeated warnings of the 
wrath to come we unheeded until it was 
too late. Moses followed, and his successor 
was Christ, whose book remains to tell the 
world of his life and crucifixion. In speaking 
of the prophets the Murza would say over | 
the ones named, and after mentioning 
Christ, would not specify others. In no in- | 
stance did he mention the name of Moham- | 
med, who is recognized by the Babists as | 
the sixth prophet. Nor would the priest ad- | 
mit that his faith was an offshot of Mo- | 
ammedanism when the question was asked | 
by a member of the audience. But the sixth | 
prophet, according to the Babs, is the ‘‘mes- | 
senger of the kingdom,” who is now on/§ 
earth and is living at Akka, Syria. 

Abdel Beha, or Christ, is the head of the | 
faith, and son of the “‘Manifestation,’’ who | 
was none other than God himself made. 
manifest in the flesh, and who lived on this | 
earth until 1892. The Murza Assad Ullah did | 
not refer to the Beha, or give any name | 
to the religiog whose principles he was ex- | 
pounding. He spoke only of spiritual truths, Mf)

“No one can be of. this faith and not be 
sincere and honest, born of water and of 
spirit, and he who comes to it with perfect 
and pure sincerity will prosper and succeed | 
thoroughly.” 

The teachings as expounded by the '| 
Murza, were simple: To accept the glad tid- | 
ings of the coming of God, to confess his | 
openness and singleness, to be naturalized | 
with the attributes of God, to come nearer 
to. the knowledge of God. 

Thé manner of both speakers and of the | 
interpreter was dignified and impressive, 
and when the Murza Korassania closed the | 
meeting with a “commune,”’ which he in- | 
toned in a touchingly sorrowful manner, all | 
present stood up.

THE REAL SEA SERPEN 


RECOGNIZED BY THE MANE- 
LIKE OREST IS THE OAR FISH 
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AND OARS WERE MISSING” 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 15. 
Bpecial Correspondence of the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch. 
MIGHTY storm that stirred the deep 
A ocean of the Tasman Sea has en- 
riched the world of science with one 
of the rarest of deep-sea forms. It is a 
specimen of Regalecus, or oarfish, the 
strange serpent-like deep-sea fish which the 
United States government has identified 
officially with the sea serpent. In the 
Smithsonian Institution’s famous work on 
“Oceanic Ichthyology,” which has been 
adopted as the standard work by most of 
the scientific bodies of the world, the two 
United States Fish Commission experts, 
Profs. Goode and Beane, say: “The 
fishes belonging to the genus Regalecus are 
very remarkable not only on account of 
their peculiar appearance and structure, 
but because of their enormous size. It 
seems quite safe to assign to this group all 
the so-called sea serpents which have been 
described as swimming rapidly near the 
gurface, with a horse-like head raised above 
the water, surrounded by a mane-like 
crest of red or brown. 

A few days after the great storm had 
blown itself out over Tasman Deep, a fish- 
erman walking along the sea beach a few 
miles from Foxton, a town in the southwest 
part of North Island, New Zealand, not far 
from Cook Strait, sighted a strange body 
just outside the surf line. It was too 
giender for a fish and too huge for an eel. 
At first, misled by its unusual shape and 
size, he thought that it was alive. But 
after watching it for a time he saw that it 
was a plaything of the waves, and he sat 
down to wait till it should be driven ashore 
by the tide arid wind, both of which were 
setting toward the land. As it drove nearer 
and nearer his wonder grew, for the plain- 
er it became to sight the more curious and 
weird did its form appear. And finally 

when it touched bottom he almost feared 
to wade out to it. But finally he overcame 
his.reluctance and managed, with hard tug- 
ging, to’ bring the thing to land and haul 
it far enough above the tide line to assure 


its safety till he could get a conveyance to 
carry it to Foxton. There its arrival caused 
great excitement, notwithstanding the fact 
that this particular part of the New Zealand 
coast is a perfect wonder realm for the 
naturalist, as was found by the Challenger 
expedition. But none of the naturaiists in 
Foxton could identify this beast from the 
deep sea. Crowds viewed it, and hundreds 
of photographs Were made of it while it 
lay in the road awalting the arrival of 
Curator Gore of thé New Zealand Museum, 
who had telegraphed that he would pur- 
chase the creature for the government. The 
best photograph that was obtained was 
made by Miss Mabel Banner of Foxton. 
It was taken almost immediately on the ar- 
rival of the fish before it had suffered from 
exposure to the alr, and is the- photograph 
reproduced here. It reached this country 
a few days ago. 

It is noticeable that before the arrival of 
the museum authorities, and thus before 
any one knew that this was the fish credit- 
ed with being the original of most of the 
world's sea serpent stories, the spectators 
agreed in referring to the weird animal as @ 
serpent. When the experts arrived they 
identified it at once as Rega!ecus Banksil, 
despite the mutilations it had suffered. It 
was evident that the fish, though it had not 
been dead long, had been beaten by a ter- 
rible storm, for its fins and mane-like crest 
were gone, and the distinotive oars had been 
torn clean from its body. 

A atriking coincidence was that one of the 
few known specimens of the oarfish before 
this, was washed ashore more than a gen- 
eration ago in New Zealand, and though it 
was not saved, the museum has the oars in 
its possession. 

In the last 150 years only 44 specimens of 
this fish have been seen, and only a very 
few of these have been secured. Of those 
that were taken, the majority were practi- 
cally destroyed by the capuwre m_ thelr 
struggles with them, and the few that were 
washed ashore dead were badly torn and 
mutilated by the storms which killed taem. 

In 1860 one of these fish caused great (car 
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serpents that are familiar to ocean travelers. 


in the harbor of Hungry Bay, Bermuda. 
For several days the fishermen had refused 
to go out, asserting that a sea monster was 
swimming around the entrance to the bay 
and that it would be sure death to ven- 
ture to the open sea. There was a con- 
siderable amount of scoffing, which, how- 
ever, ceased suddenly when a messenger 
came breathlessly from the beach on the 
third day to announce that the monster was 
in the bay. At once the entire popula- 
tion sallied forth and crowded on.the shore. 
Before long there was a shout: “There it 
is, to the east!" Looking In that direction, 
the crowd say what they agreed in de- 
scribing as a snakelike thing, with a huge 
head sticking out of the water. This head, 
according to them, was that of an immense 
horse with a flaming red mane. The length 
of the beast was estimated at from 20 
to 80 feet by different observers. They had 
lots of time to talk about it, for the myster- 
ious animal was not seen again for more 
than a week. Then one morning an ex- 
cited fisherman annouced that it was on 
the shore dead. And so it proved. And its 
actual length made an excellent commen- 
tary on the accuracy of sea serpent meas- 
urers, for it was only little more than 17 
feet. 

But they were right about the mane. Al- 
though it Isn't a mane, it certainly looks 
like one. The oarfish has a wonderful un- 
dulating crest on its head. It !s composed 
of from eight to fifteen fin rays, and each 
one has a membranous tip, making the en- 
tire crest look more like the crest of a cook- 
atoo that the ray-crest of a fish. The en- 
tire back of the oarfish is ridged with beau- 
tiful undulating fins, which look like a con- 
tinuation of the “mane,”’ and which add 
to its weird appearance when it swims along 
the surface. Crest and fins are red or brown 
and the body color of the fish is silver gray 
with a few streaks and spots of darker hue. 
All this again agrees with the most authori- 
tative accounts given from time to time, by 
reliable observers, of the sea serpent. 

A specimen 12% feet long was 
caught about 50 years ago in the British 
Channel. When it was seen it was about 
six miles off shore and at first the fishermen 
feared to go near it. But soon they saw 
from its actions that it was dying. It was 
lying on its side apparefily dead by the 
time the boat came up with it.

As it 
swam, it elevated its head and crest above 
the water. Frightened by the sight’ tho 
men in the bows struck at it was a harpoon, 
and it made off at once with a beatiful mo- 
tion and disappeared as quickly as light- 
ning under the surface. Twice this was re- 
peated, but at last the men got a harpoon 
into it and killed it after a short struggle. 

The oarfish is a deep-sea form, tnhabit- 
ing the waters not less than 1000 feet in 
depth and probably preferring depths of 
from 2000 to 3000 feet. But it ts different from 
many of its cogeners of the abysses In that 
it can ascend to the surface without suffer- 
ing, or being burst from the decreased pres- 
sure. It is supposed, however, that it rarely 
ascends from choice, and that the specimens 
which have been seen were driven to the 
surface either through hunger or by storms 
that reached even them in the eternal night 
and silence of their unknown deeps. That 
they are enormously plentiful is evident 
from the fact that, few as are the specimens | 
that have been seen or taken, they are re- 
corded in every part of the world’s oceans. 
Of the 44 which were known until the dis- 
covery of the New Zealand specimen, 14/ 
were reported from the Scandinavian coast 
from 1740 to 1852, 19 from the British coast | 
from 1759 to 1884, one in the Mediterranean, | 
one from the Bermudas, three off the Cape | 
of Good Hope, one from the Indian Ocean 
and five from the seas of Oceanica. | 

Only the smallest and weakers of them) 
appear to have drifted ashore from time to | 
time. This is natural, for storms that over- | 
came these least powerful ones would still | 
leave the big ones safe and unharmed in

One 
of the most recent machines of this class 
to be constructed is the powerful double 
dredge which was built for the Russian 
government dredging operations on the 
Volga river. 

In designing the Volga dredges Mr. Bates 
introduced several novel features, which 
were intended to economize time in the

The run- 
ner makes from 150 to 180 revolutions per 
minute. It is driven by a divided, vertical, 
triple-expansion engine, one set of cylinders 
being carried on the starboard and the other 
Set on the port side of the pump, the whole 
being connected upon one shaft. The high 
pressure cylinder is 21 inches in diameter, 
the intermediate 34 inches and the low pres- 
sure 389 Inches in dilamter, the common 
stroke being 24 inches. The indicated horse 
power ls from 1435 to 1600, 


The dredged material is brought up by 
means of four’suction pipes, which are at- 
tached near the bow of the dredge and 
hinged upon a common horizontal axis on 
the dredge. They are raised and lowered 
by means of derricks, two of which are at- 
tached at each bow, and they are capable 
of dredging to a maximum depth of 16 feet. 
The lower ends of the four suction pipes 
on each dredge are enclosed by rotary cut- 
ters, which are rotated by means of miter 
gears and shafting which are attached to 
the suction p!pes and move with them. 
Each set of shafting ts driven by a cutter 
engine, which ts located tn the forward 
part of the hull. It will be seen from our 
illustration that the suction pipes and cut- 
ters form two ladders, supported one on

Some novel features are embodied tn the 
pontoons, which, with the exception of one 
at the extreme ends of the respective lines 
of discharge pipe, are all of similar con- 
struction. Each pontoon ts 80 feet tn length 
from center to center of its couplings, The 
cross section of the pontoons is elliptical, 
the horizontal axis measuring 9 feet 93 


riches and the vertical axis 3 feet 8 inches. 
The discharge pipe, which ts 2 inches tn 
diameter, is built through the center of the 
pentoon, the pontoon proper thus forming 
a sort of elliptical jacket which encloses 
the pipe. 

Accommodations are provided for 17 offi-

The ear 
tufts, the tufts between the toes and the 
fiexibility of the tail are other points. With 
short-haired cats, first the color 
be considered, then the eyes, shape of head 
and finally tho ears. 

The head of a good cat should show 
great breadth between the eyes. The ecyes 
should be round and wide open. 
cats ought to have blue eyes; black cats 
vellow eyes, other should have eyes of pea- 
green. A good nose should be short and 
taper. The lower leg should be straight, 
the upper hind leg lie at closed angles. 
The frame of a good cat should be light, 
but deep-chested and it should have a slim, 
graceful neck. The ears should be rounded 
and not large. Tails of long-haired cats 
should be bent over at the end. These are 
pointers gathered from Miss Helen M. 
Winslow’s book, “‘Concerning Cats.’’

7 William K. Vanderbilt, Jr., is the 
topmost twig on a family tree that 

has grown in ninety. years from an honest 
acorn to a spreading king of the genealogi- 
cal forest of which every leaf is a gold leaf. 

At the close of this great century the 
sweet little child that slips down from the 
stars to coo and smile on the Vanderbilt 
hearthstone must, by the law of heritage, 
have packed away in its nerve cells some- 
where the titanic Vanderbilt force that, in 
railroad and steamship enterprises, has 
changed the face of the earth. And all 
these golden fortunes, these shining mil- 
lions, are awaiting the Vanderbilt babes. 
These souvenirs of power and a great namé, 
these little packages of love and baby talk, 
may some day—tomorrow or next week—be 
shaking the continent with new policies. 
lence the interest in the heirs to the Van- 
derbilt fortunes. 

The interesting question is how the Van- 
derbilt wealth has grown with the increase 
of the families bearing that honored name. 

Much has been published about the ex- 
tent of the Vanderbilt fortune, but it is de- 
clared that outside of sworn official state- 
ments all statements on the subject are pure 
fancy. It is declared that in the old com- 
modore’s lifetime none besides’ himself 
knew how much he was worth. It was a se- 
ecret unknown to wife or sons. When he 
died neither they nor his lawyer knew the 
amount of his wealth. Not until some time 
after the commodore's death did any living 
person know what his fortune had been at 
any pertod in his life. Memoranda found 
among his papers then revealed for the first 
time how much he had been worth at 70 
years of age. He was the most secretive of 
men. It was his hobby to conceal his 
wealth. Any hint or statement from him 
on his business affairs was the reverse of 
the facts. He revealed but tv conceal what 
he desired no one to know. 

In 1810, at the age of 146, Cornelius Vander- 
bilt, the old “Commodore,” who founded 
the fortune, was estimated to be worth 
$100. In 1864, at 70 years of age, he was 
worth 616,000,000. Having reached the 


the World. 


Psalmist’s period of three score and ten, 
his activities instead of ceasing became 
energized as never before, because in 13 
years—from 70 years of age, in 1864, to & 
years of age, at the time of his death, in 
1877—he had added to his fortune of $20,- 
000,000 $85,000,000 more, leaving an estate 
estimated at $105,000,000. 

A conservative estimate as to how much 
the Vanderbilt fortune left by the commo- 
dore has been increased by the judicious 
management and conservative policy of his 
son, William H., and of his grandsons and 
granddaughters, the children of William H., 
would be $300,000, 900. 

Ninety years ago, on May 27, 1810, a boy 
of 16 made his first trip to New York by the 
new Staten Island ferry line. That was 
the beginning of the Vanderbilt fortune. 
The boy owned the boat and the ferry. But 
it was not until his 17th year that Commo- 
dore Vanderbilt abandoned water transpor- 
tation for railroads. He then bought con- 
trol of the first railroad built into New 
York, for $3,000,000, It was the ancient Har- 
lem, rickety, rusty and swamped by mis- 
management and bad business. In a dozen 
years, through the purchase ard restora- 
tion of other roads, he increased his fortune 
at the rate of $1°,000,000 a year. Since then 
the Vanderbilt property has expanded hun- 
dreds of more millions. So it is safe to say 
that the little fairies salling down the mat- 
rimonial skies from year to year to bear the 
mighty name wil! have a busy task keeping 
account of all the growing treasure. 

The one characteristic of the Vanderbilt 
policy is force—to win, to control and reign. 
It was this indomitable will power of the 
old Commodore that made him commercial- 
ly supreme-—the master of men and situa- 
tions. He crushed opposition and desroyed 
treacherous combinations with giant ease.

It is not necessary in these days of per- 
fected manufacturing establishments to go 
to the custom shirtmaker for a well-fitting 
shirt, The ready-made shirts fit the ordl- 
nary man, Manufacturers have studied 
arm lengths, chest seizes, al] the peculiar 
forms of shoulders and all the waist sizes 
for normal and reasonably normal man- 
kind, and they can even fit the malformed. 
One may readily get from the stock of any 
well conducted store a shirt that will give

The same shirt that Is worn tn the even- 
Ing is also worn with the afternoon dress; 
that is, every formal function which oc- 
curs during the daytime. 

Colored shirts are worn only with busi- 
ness dress. In colored shirts the stripes run 
up and down the bosom. There are very 
few of the cross-stripes sold, and fashion 
does not sanction them. 

There are several noteworthy improve- 
ments {n colored shirts which the layman 
may know nothing about. One of these ts 
the new form of shirtail. Instead of giving 
a man the full broad bow! shaped tail, the 
new shirt has a pointed tall; that ts, there 
is no superfluous cloth. The advantages of 
this polnted-tailed shirt are, that it gives a 
smoother front to the trousers. This is 
specially deasalrable tn evening dress, which 
is made of a light fabric and shows all the 
wrinkles of a big shirttall. The pointed tal! 
does away with this objection. 

Very few men study the collar question 
properly. Collars should fit the face as 
well as the neck. We mean by this that 
what is becoming for one style of face 
is not becoming to another. Take three dis- 
tinctive types of men—the very stout man 
with the double chin; the man of the Fred- 
eric Remington type, the high-cheeked, 
raw-boned “Yank,” and the average, full 
face, round-chin man, 

The stout man has a short neck; his chin 
is very full. Now, in order to bring the head 
well into the collar, and make one fit the 
other without any break, we must have a 
collar which flares in front and takes in the 
line of the chin. These collars are techni- 
cally termed ‘‘pokes.’’ They are of moderate 
width, and the width must, in every case, 
sult the height of the neck. A high collar 


on @ very stout man breaks in very Un- . 


graceful folds. The best form of turn-down 
collar for the stout man is that with a 
moderate height and a spaced front. 

The man with the long neck should wear 
a collar that just touches the jawbone. If 
he wears a poke or protruding point collar 
he exaggerates the length of his neck. The 
plain, straight standing collar, with yery 
slight front spacing, the collar that is 
known as the “just meeting” style, is best 
for the long neck. The collar that folds 
over in front is too much like a stovepipe. 
The long-necked man may also wear the 
high-banded turned-over collar, in widths 
varying from 2% to 2 %inches. If a man has 
a prominent Adam's apple he should never 
wear an open-front collar. It may be com- 
fortable, but it {s anything but sightly.

He is the only son of the ill-fated Duke 
of Reichstadt; of “L’ Aiglon’’—the ‘‘Eaglet’’ 
whose pathetic story Bernhardt and Maude 
Adams have portrayed on the stage; of 
that baby king of Rome whose very play- 
things—a cup and ball—were a scepter and 
a globe in token of the universal dominion 
that was to be his, but who died /power- 
less and forgotten. 

The claims of the tatlor are so well es- 
tablished that Baron Legoux, chairman of 
the French Imperial party, is preparing a 
home in Paris for the direct descendant of 
France’s greatest ruler. Baron Legoux is 
raising a fund of 1,000,000 francs for him 
and he will live on the interest of this for- 
tune In a little palace on the Chamns Ely- 
sees, not far from the site of the old Tull- 
leries, where his father saw the light. 

Meanwhile Prince Eugene Joseph Napo- 
leon, “Tailor Ludwig,’ as he ts called in 
(Chemnitz, doesn't allow ambition to thwart 
his sense of business. Like his grandfath- 
er, the great Napoleon, he is a man of great 
activity and has amassed quite a com- 
petence in his trade. 

Here is the story in chronological order: 

<g sco recollections go back to the town 
of urzen, in royal Saxony, where he 
lived as the adopted son of a tallor named 
Ludwig. 


When he had grown to manhood his fos- 
ter father told him that he came into the 
family in 1843, and that previous to that 
time he had resided with his mother, “a 
great lady,’’ at the palace. As the Wurzon 
“Schloss” is the King of Saxon’'s property, 
the young man asked how he came by such 
honors, whereupon old Ludwig partly dis- 
closed the secret of his death. 

“The great lady,’’ he explained, was the 
mistress of one of the Autsrian Emperor's 
grandsons and he the result of their union. 

The son of L’Aigion says this information 
revived in his mind childhood reflections 
which heretofore he had _ regarded as 
dreams. He remembered having spent sev- 
eral years in a stately house and park, 
where he owned a pony and carriage and 
fine playthings, while servants treated him 
with the utmost respect. ‘‘The great lady,” 
whom he called mother, he remembered 
faintly. He was sure that as a child he 
never left the big building and the garden. 

The thought of establishing his identity 
was uppermost in Eugene Joseph's mind 
when, at 21, he left his foster father to 
enter upon the long tramp, which, before 
settling down for good every German arti- 
gan undertakes, to learn the latest tricks 
of the trade. | 

As Vicnna tailors had a great reputa- 
tion, the prince-in-hopes made straight for 
the capital, but, being unable to find work 
there, accepted a position at Hetzendorf, a 
village near the imperial castle of Schoen- 
brunn.. There his speculations on his ori- 
gin begun to take shape in consequence @f 
disclosures evoked by the investigation of 
his papers, which he had to submit to the 
police for identification, 

As the documents telling of the young 
tailor’s ofvilian circumstances were in Latin 
Hugene Joseph had never learned their con- 
tents, and as the village pasha Knew no 
more about the tongue than he the pastor 
was appealed to. 

He discovered that the headings relating 
to parentage and birth were not filled in. 
Instead there was the remark: 

“State secret, in the keeping of the shinai 
ister of the imperial house, Hofburg,”’ 
which seemed to indicate that Eugene Jo- 
seph’'s father belonged to the reigning fam- 
ily of Austria. The information under “re- 
ligion’’ read: 

“Baptized in the religion of the mother, 
a Hungarian Protestant.”’ 

Under “means of identification” was this’ 
“Birth mark: Maltese cross on the left 
breast, over the heart.’’ Eugene Joseph said 
he possessed that, and the priest examined 
him. Finding that the tailor had told the 
truth, the pastor said: ‘‘l am bound to take 
this paper to the Vienna authorities, but will 
give you an authentic copy.” 

This was the last Eugene Joseph saw 
of the original, which was confiscated by 
Prince Metternich, while before the week 
was up he was marched toward the frontier 
of Saxony between two gendarmes as an 
“obnoxious foreigner.”’ 

But he had learned in Schoenbrunn sév- 
eral things that made clear old Ludwig's 
disclosures and his own recollections, 

The Schoenbrunners, including several of- 
ficials who had access to the records, as- 
serted that his life’s circumstances tallied 
with what is known of the fate of the duke 
of Reichstadt's only son. 

This child, they said, was born in Schoen- 
brunn toward the end of 183), and his 
mother was Comtesse Vilma von Sedlniock, 
a beautiful Hungarian. 

Reichstadt died July 22, 1832, and Mlle. 
von Sediniocky and her child were hurried 
away from Laxemburg, where the imperial 
lover had established them in a hunting 
box. The baby son was between 9 and 10 
months old. 

Prince Metternicifcaused Mills. von Sedini- 
ocky and her child to be taken to Saxony, 
whose kipg could be trusted, as he was 
under obligations to Austria and to the 
Bourbons. 

Eugene Joseph instituted investigations at 
Wurzen, and learned that a Hungarian 
lady, accompanied by a male child, had been 
a prisoner of state there, and her very con- 
siderable allowance was paid by the Aus- 
trian embassy in Dresden, 

Nothing had interrupted the prisoner's 
life for 10 or more years, when a young and 
handsome stranger, with the bearing of an 
army officer, began to visit at the palace. 
He and the countess became friends, and 
one day he carried her off, the royal gover- 
nor looking benignily on, for they were to 
be married. 

The little boy was soon afterward re- 
moved from the castle and taken to Dres- 
den, whence he returned a little later, not 
as the pensioner of the palace but as the 
apprentice of Tailor Ludwig, who, it was 
understood, received a large sum down. The

sent to distant places and the castle was 
turned into government offices. 

Regarding the fate of their relative, Vil- 
ma, they were silent, and when Eugene Jo- 
seph continued to bother them they pro- 
cured his removal from Hungary. Thus the 
son of L’Aiglon was thwarted a second 
time by official interference, but his case 
provoked newspaper discussion. 

Soon after Eugene Joseph had established 
himself in Chemnitz he was invited by Capt. 
Daniel Von Kaszony of the Hungarian Hon- 
veds, whose story of his parentage coin- 
cided with the discoveries already made. 
Moreover, the captain had known Vilma 
Von Sedlniocky personally—in fact, she had 
jilted him for the Duke of Reichstadt. 

Kaszony offered to go to Hungary and 
continue the search for Eugene Joseph's 
mother. Three, four months passed, At 
last the tailor received word to come to 
Neudorf, County Zips, upper Hungary, 
where testimony was awaiting him, 

Neudorf was Vilma’s birthplace, and the 
Hungarian and Austrian authorities had re- 
ported to the parson every change in her 
Station of life, as the law provides. 

The records showed that Countess Vilma 
became the mother of a male child in No- 
vember, 1832, and that, in the following 
August, she removed to a foreign state 
(Saxony). 

The child was baptised in the Protestant 
faith and received the name of Eugene 
Joseph Napoleon. 

The next entry was made Aug. 


19, 1843. 


It recorded Vilma’s marriage to Baron Fer- | 


dinand Hoicky, first lieutenant in the Hun- 
garian Mounted Noble Guards. 

The pair lived together three years.

dealers say scornfully that thefr conces- 
sions to public idosyncrasies are all 
foolishness, they make the concessions 
just the same. The ordinary buyer abse- 
lutely refuses to put aside a prejudice in 
favor of eggs uniform in size and color. 
The grocer cannot sell mixed eggs, however 
fresh they may be, at a fancy price: so 
the wholesale dealers sort out the eggs, 
tack an extra price to those that are uni- 
form, and everybody is happy. There are 
local prejudices in this regard as well as 
universal ones. Every dealer the country 
over knows that fancy sorted eggs, to find 
favor in Boston, must be of a warm brown 
color, and he Knows equally well that New 
Yorkers will not pay a fancy price for 
brown eggs, but demand dssorted whites. 

This sorting and classifying of eggs is a 
complicated performance. Sometimes it Is 
done before shipping. More often it is 
done in the wholesale houses or storage 
warehouses. First the eggs are candled 
and sorted according to the degree of fresh- 
ness. In the old days this was done by 
passing the eggs before a candle flame in 
a dark room; but candling is now a mis- 
nomer, for the eggs are held before a 
powerful electric light hooded in tin, so that 
the light escapes only through one smal] 
aperture. An expert candler needs long 
training, and the work is tedious and try- 
ing, though old candlers who have been 
at the trade for many years pooh-pooh the 
idea that the work is disastrous to the 
eyes. The candling room is a picturesque 
place, with its inky‘gloom, its high lights 
on the faces of the workers and the glow- 
ing little ovals of warm color that are 
swiftly passed before the ray of light and 
laid aside. The incidental smells are more 
than picturesque, but a disinfectant thrown 
into the air quickly kills the odor of the 
bad eggs, and the workers say that they 
are so used to the odor that they really do 
not mind it. 

The candlers in one of New York’s largest 
wholesale egg houses,get $14 a week the 
year round, but thelr work ts comparatively 
light during the spring and early summer 
months, when almost all eggs are fresh. 
It is during the hot weather that their 
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eggs, spotted eggs. 


troubles n. That season eggs must be / 
handled Quickly and a large percentage ot * 
them are not strictly fresh. The candler 
must be able to grade the varying degrees 
of staleness unerringly, separating blood 
heated eggs and thor- 
oughly bad eggs into classes. After they 
leave the candling room they are again 
sorted, this time with reference to color 
and size. The strictly fresh eggs, all of 
one size and color, are packed for fancy 
trade, mixed fresh eggs go together; eggs 
of varying degrees of stalenegs are divided 
into classes. The cracked eggs and dirty 
eggs are put aside. 

Not an egg of any sort is wasted. The 
hopelessly bad eggs are sold for use in 
tanning processes. The dirties and the 
cracked eggs go to bakers, as do many of 
the stale eggs. Dirty and stale eggs are 
also sold to the small dealers in the poor 
quarters of the city, where the trade ca ‘Bot 
afford high prices. The best retail deal- 
ers of the city buy only the best selected 
or mixed eggs. 

The country ts practically cleared of fresh 
eggs now, and the supply will be small 
from this time until March or April, but 
millions of eggs are packed away in stor- 
age houses ,and it would be indeed a long 
winter that could exhaust the supply. Of 
course an. egge does lose its flavor with 
storage, but it doesn’t spoil, in the ordinary 
acceptance of that word, and eggs are fre- 
quently kept 10 months without being un- 
fit for use. 

It is an established fact that storage 
houses for eggs should be away from tho 
salt air, as the salt seems to affect the 
eggs unfavorably. Nothing, in fact, {s 
more easily tainted than an egg, though 
one might suppose that its shell 
would protect it. A Buffalo dealer last 
Season stored 2000 cases of eggs, 360 in a 
case, in the same house with a cons'gnment 
of pears, and the eggs took on such a dis- 
tinct pear flavor that they wene sold for a 
very small price. 

There is money in the egg business, even 
for farmers who go tnto it in a small way, 
and almost every first-class city grocery 
has on its books a few local farmers who 
furnish small supplies of eggs superior in 
appearance and stamped strictly fresh. 
Very oftem these eggs are all the buyer's 
fancy paints them. 

The United States export large quanti- 
ties of eggs to the West Indies and South 
America, and even sends them as far afield 
as South Africa, but France, Russia, Bel- 
gium and Denmark practically supply the 
European market. England, oddly enough, 
produces few eggs and imports yearly more 
than 1,300,000,000 from the continent.

He used to sleep in the bales 
of hay in the corral with his horse when 
he was there. From a 10-cent meal he 
would go over to the National Bank and 
attend to his business involving several 
hundred thousand dollars. 

He was thrown from a horse last month 
and although he lay in agony for several 
days he declined to have a doctor called 
from Gallup. When he became unconscious 
his wife sent for a doctor, but it was too 
late. Poor Doherty died with blood poison- 
ing from broken shoulder bones. He leaves 
a widow whe cannot read or write a word 
of English, and is not much better off in 
Spanish, and several cowboy brothers in 
Montana and Utah to get his fortune.

home with her. Lon Foo, a Chinese chemist 
who was a passenger, volunteered to em- 
balm it and half a dozen Chinese sailors 
were detailed to help him. 


Lon Foo was left alone with the body for 
| Several hours, but what he did there will 
never be known. At last all was in readi- 
ness for the final act. The body of the late 
|captain was wrapped in tight bandages 
| made of sailcloth from head to foot, Five 
layers of this canvas were wound around 
| the body in order to make the shell almost 
| airtight.

RUSHED in spirit, broken in 
and. suffering from unremitting an- 


guish of mind and body, a patrician 


lady, once the proudest women in Wash- 
ington, died not many days ago. 

A year ago Mrs. Washington McLean was 
the stateliest figure in the social life of 
the capital. Fatigue, weakness of body, 
she did not recognize; Those who knew her 
as the proudest and wealthies of the city's 
elderly women could not but know that 
she was also the happiest—worshipped by 
her children, admired and loved by all her 
large circle of acquajntance. 

Last week, when she died from a malady 
which the physicians called “acute affec- 
tion of the heart,”’ a pitiful transformation 
had befallen her. Weakened, embittered, 
silenced, her only desire seemed to be the 
respite that death would bring. 

For three-score years and more Mrs. Me- 
Lean lived and mingeld with the world 
without knowing the bitterness of enmity 
or the humiliation of hostile criticism. 

That the occurrences which followed her 
favorite daughter's marriage to Admiral 
Dewey brought her, when she had just 
passed 70, the crue] knowledge that an in- 
dulgent fgte had so long spared her, is a 
fact not indirectly connected, her friends 
believe, with her sudden death. 

Recall the anecdotes, articles, tirades, 
refiecting unpleasantly upon Admiral or 
Mrs. Dewey, or both, that have appeared 
during the past year, Astonishingly fre- 
quent they have been, in view of the Ad- 
miral’s position as the “nation’s hero.”’ 
But the public that has permitted itself 


‘this freedom of expression never suspected 


where the wounds it dealt struck deepest. 

Not in the Dewey household—though the 
admiral did blaze forth red-hot indignation 
and Mrs. Dewey did give reluctant expres- 
sion to her injured sensitiveness. 

But. so bitterly did this unkindness af- 
fect Mrs. Dewey’s mother, for a lifetime 
accustomed to reverence, that the mental 
depression her devoted daughters were so 
quick to notice was followed by serious 
physical illness from which she was never 
again to be free. Day by day the anguish 
that hostility had imposed upon the ‘proud 
old lady showed its effect in some fresh 
access of weakness. 

‘Dear mother’s life is being crushed out,”’ 
lamented Mrs. Dewey a month ago. 

The daughter's eyes saw more clearly 
than those of any doctor. Last week, the 
last hope of recovery gone, this gentle life 
flickered for the last time, then faded alto- 
gether. From humiliation inflicted upon 
Mildred Dewey her mother could not re- 
cover. 

To understand the significance of this ca- 
tastrophe something must be known of the 
extraordinary ties that bound this unusual 
family. 

From her girlhood Mrs. McLean had been 
not only the crystallization of the qualities 
that make up a grande dame but the most 
lovable of women. Her husband, the late 
proprietor of the Cincinnati Enquirer, so

NTIL 1870, the Pope had temporal 
[J power. Then Garibaldi and his sol- 
diers took Rome and invaded the 
papal states. Since then the Pope has been 
deprived of such power, exéept in the 
special territory over which he is assigned. 
Any offense committed in this territory is 


‘the same as an offense commited against 


the King of Italy. The offender is tried by 
the Pope. 

Rome has two rulers, the King of Italy 
and the Pope claiming temporal rule. Good 
Catholics in Rome will not vote for candi- 
dates running for offices. 

Until 1870 there were three kingdoms tin 
Italy—the kingdom of Sardinia, the king- 
dom of Sicily and the kingdom of the pope- 
dom. Garibaldi changed this order of 
things. 

Temporal power means that the Pope shal! 
be a temporal ruler as well as the spiritu- 
al director. It has beep taken away from 
him oxcept as to the little city where his 
castie Fidardo is located outside Rome. 
The Italian troops never enter this terri- 
tory. The Pope is a temporal prince. Ger- 
many has her ambassadors at the Quintnal 


as well as at the Vatican, So has France. 


It is almost the unanimous opiniong of 
Catholics that the Pope should have tem- 
poral power. A great many people think 
that he should not, however. The Fope 
thinks he should have it. 

The Pope has not the necessary freedom 
as a civil authority. In case of war with 
Italy, should the Pope have temporal power

[) timore station of the United States

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 13. 
LACK PEDRO, the pitiless pirate of 
Punta Arenas, has broken out again, 
according to the reports of mariners 
putting in here from the Straits of Magel- 
lan. | 

Punta Arenas, known to most sallors 
as Sandy Point, is one of the lonellest 
towns on earth. It stands in a bleak and 
desolate place, where gale follows gale, and 
there is no cultivable land. The town 
has 2000 inhabitants of the rankest border 
character—low-class Indians, Spaniards, 
stranded sailors and gold miners. 

Four years ago Black Pedro, a white 
man, was driven out of the town. He was 
about the toughest specimen to be found in 
the Antarctic Circle. He crossed the straits 
in a canoe and landed on the rocks of Terra 
del Fuego, where he took several squaws 
to. wife and settled down to lord it over 
a Fuegan village 

For some time nothing more was heard 
from him, and the governor, the Chilian 
port captain (Punta Arenas is a Chilian 
coaling station) and the citizens flattered 
themselves that Mr. Black Pedro was out 
of their lives for good. The peace lasted 
till one morning a bark came into Sandy 
Point short-handed, and reported that her 
longboat, which had been sent ashore for 
water in Famine Reach, only a few miles 
south of Punta Arenas, had been set on 
by a party of savages, led by a white 
man, who massacred the crew and seized 
the boat. An occasional massacre in the 
straits was not an occurrence calculated 
to excite either the officials or the resi- 
dents of Punta Arenas unduly. But the 
news that the band was led by a white 
man did. They all knew who it was. And 
they knew that there would be trouble. 

The trouble has been coming and keep- 
ing on a-coming ever since. Black Pedro 
is proving again to the world that no sav-

The United States would have taken 
drastic action long ago had it been pos- 
sible: without breach of international! com- 
ity. 

A steamship has to anchor in those waters 
frequently. Indeed, nearly every vessel an- 
chors at the approach of night if there is 
holding ground under the keel. And it is 
when the ships are thus at anchor that the 
cruel and hungry Terra del Fuegans swarm 
out In their canoes and make their attack. 

Until recently they have been hampered 
by the fact that their canoes are 
wretched apologies for craft, and that 
their only weapons are bows and arrows. 
But under the leadership of the renegade 
white man they have already obtained at 
least one seaworthy ship’s boat, and the 
great fear of the authorities now is that 
they may succeed in getting hold of rifles. 


Already Black Pedro has perfected their 
old style of communication from head- 
land to headland by fire signals. With this 
perfected system they have been able to 
send warnings of intended raids by the 
gunboats along the entire coast, so that 
by the time the naval men had begun their 
foray all the canoes had been hidder. To 
obtain and destroy the canoes is about the 
only way in which their depredations can 
be checked at present, in the absence of a 
strong naval force. No man dares to fol- 
low the savages into their rocky hiding 
places on the Land of Fire. It would mean 
sure death. 


Beaten off by a steamship crew, they re- 
sort to the next form of attack. They sud- 
denly extinguish all their fires and creep 
as closely as they dare to the vessel in the 
darkness. Then suddenly the air is full of 
burning brands, which they aim to throw 
into open ports and hatches, to set the ship 
on fire. It was in this way that they at- 
tacked the Chillan cruiser. She was lying 
at anchor in a cove not far from Famine 
Reach, riding out a storm, when the sav- 
ages paddled up astern and threw burning 
faggots through her stern ports into the 
officers’ quarters. The fire which started 
nearly burned the ship before it was extin- 
guished. The Chilian naval officers credit 
the act to the Spanish renegade. 


A favorite trick of the Indlans, when they 
see a vessel laboring heavily in one of the 
willlwaws and driving perilously near 
shore—something which is almost unavoid- 
able, as the passage is so narrow in places 
that the rocks almost meet on either hand 
—is to lurk on a precipice and shoot ar- 
rows at the steersman, in the gentle hope 
that they will kill or disable him, so that 
the ship will broach to and fal] away on the 
rocks. 


The steamboat Dolphin, which was known 
to all New Yorkers as a boat plying to the 
Fishing Banks, was attacked in the Straits 
on her way to the Klondike regions. A few 
weeks ago the Hamburg tramp steamer 
Herodot, a large vessel, reached her Pa- 
cific port with a story of having been sur- 
rounded by the savages and having had a 
running fight with them for a whole day and 
night. During the day the savages made 
frequent attempts to board. 

Several gangs managed to clamber on 
deck, where the sailors beat them back 
and drove them into the sea with hand-

cpikes and clubs. But In the night, 

a heavy snow squall, the canoes came out 
again, and the occupants began to fire ar 
rows at the ship. The crew was ordered te 
Ile close behind the bulwarks, and all hands 
thought for a time that the attack would 
cease as soon as the Indians saw the futility 
of their efforts. But the flight of arrows 
had been merely a blind. Suddenly burning 
brands of wood began to hurtle through the 
air, and both watches had to be called on 
deck to prevent the blaze from spreading. 


bs fight against fire lasted almost all 
hight. 


The most vivid and intimate recent ex- 
perience with the Terra del Fuegans (with 
the exception of the experience of those 
who have not lived to tell the tale) was 
that of Capt. Slocum of the Spray in his 
voyage around the world single-handed. 

He was warned most ‘earnestly by the 
Chilian naval officer, who is detailed as 
port captain in Punta Arenas, and was 
urged to wait till a gunboat should go 
through, as it could tow him and would 
protect him from the Indians. But he 
sailed alone, and had half a dozen narrow 
escapes. Less than 50 miles from Punta 
Arenas the signal fires of the Terra del 
Fuegans began to start on headland after 
headland as he sailed along. Before long 
canoes came in pursuit, and, under pre- 
tense of begging, the occupants tried to get 
close enough to board. Finally Capt. slo- 
cum fired a shot across the bow of the 
nearest, which turned out afterward to be 
that of Black Pedro. 


In Thieves’ Bay, an aptly named place, 
the captain had to anchor for a night. 
Following advice which had been given to 


him in Punta Arenas, he scattered carpet . 


tacks all over the deck before he turned 
in. About midnight he was awakened by 
howls of pain and just as he reached the 
deck he saw the last of the barefooted 
pirates jumping overboard. They had 
leaped right onto his tacks. ! 

On his second entrance into the Straits 
he found himself dogged near Cape For- 
ward by two well-manned canoes. The 
occupants were all armed with hows and 
arrows and spears. They were so flerce 
and so evidently determined to board that 
Slocum found it necessary to haul his 
anchor short, Just enough to break ground, 
and run for it, which he did. 


The next attack was made further on to- 
ward the entrance into the Pacific, in the 
lee of Great Charles Island. This band 
was led by Black Pedro. He managed to 
get on deck and tried in every possible way 
to catch Capt. Slocum off his guard, in 
which cage, it was evident, he intended to 
let him have it with the heavy spear which 
he carried. But the captain did not take 
his eyes from him or turn his back to hin 
or fail to keep the muzzles of a revolver 
and a repeating rifle pointed toward him. 
It was inhospitable, but effective. Mr. 
Black Pedro left in a hurry. But he did 
not give up the attempt to win the little 
ship. On the next night he was on hand 
again in the anchorage in Fortesque Bay, 
with a score of canoes filled with his com- 
rades. Again the rifle and the revolver 
kept them off. Here the Colombia of New 
York, a magnificent steamship, which has 
been lost since, anchored near the Spray 
and all night long she had to keep a watch 
on deck to prevent the daring thieves from 
boarding and looting her, big and heavily 
manned as she was. | 


Two days afterward, while sailing A 
heavy gale near Bonet Island, on which the 
surf was breaking with ‘thunder, signal 
fires suddenly sprang up everywhere and 
the next instant arrows came raining on 
deck. Luckily they did not strike the cap- 
tain, though two stuck quivering in the 
mast.

WINTER. 


record kept during those years by Captain 
Lewis Brantz, a Baltimore scientist of a 
century ago and among the first in the 
country to appreciate the value of complete 
daily weather records. Meantime, in 1831, 
the surgeon general's division of the war 
department inaugurated a system of daily 
weather records, and these as they were 
kept at Fort McHenry continue the record 
until the establishment of the United States 
Weatber Bureau, in 1871. 

From the daily and monthly records of 
maximum and minimum temperatures of 
this long period Dr. Fassig found the aver- 
age summer temperature to be 75 degrees 
and the average winter temperature to be 
35 degrees, indicating, aside from the main 
purpose of the investigation, that Baltimore 
is blessed with a general temperature for 
both seasons of unusual excellence for gen- 
eral living purposes. 

The hormal temperatures were computed 
for each summer, and by comparing the In- 
dividual normals with this 82-year average 
it was readily observed whether the sum- 
mer had been excessively hot, that is, with 


the normal average for all of the years, of 
average temperature, or cool, according as 
the average temperature for each summer 
was higher, equa! to or lower than the 
average of all of the years. 

The following comparisons were, there- 
fore, made from which persons interested 
in the meteorologic conclusions that may 
be drawn with the relative heat of sum- 
mer as a premise, may judge as to the 
value of this premise in determining wheth- 
er winter will be mild or severe: 

There were 22 of the 82 summers which 
wefo warm, that is, had an average temper- 
ature exceeding the average temperature of 
7 degrees established for the sum of the 
summers. Of these 22 warm summers 8 
were followed by warm winters, ll were 
followed by cold winters, 3 were followed 
by winters of average temperature—that I!s, 
that the individual winter average was 
within a degree of the entire period average 
of 35 degrees. 

Of the 82 summers 26 were cool—that Is, 
the average temperatures of each of them 
was appreciably below the average of 75 
degrees, the average of all. Of these °6 
cool summers 12 were followed by cold win- 
ters: 10 were followed by warm winters 
and 4 were followed by winters of average 
temperature, 


Of the 82 summers, 3% were of average 
temperature—that is, that the average tem- 
perature of each was within a degree of the 
average of 75 degrees for all. Of these 44 
summers of average temperature, 14 were 
followed by warm winters, 17 were followed 
by cold winters and three were followed by 
winters of average cold. 

Dr. Fassig gives these figures as a basis 
for judgment of this matter without ex- 
pressing an opinion. It would seem, how- 
ever, that a study of the summer and win- 
ter seasons through a period of 82 years 
develops little beyond the fact that win- 
ters, as a rule, are to be expected to be 
colder than the summer. How much colder, 
or whether the nature of the summer gives 
a clew to the solution of this interesting 
question, is not determined. The record ia 
entirely noncommittal, so far as Baltimore 
is concerned, at least. In each case there 
is practically as much reason to argue that 
a cold winter will follow a hot summer as 
that a mild winter will follow a hot sum- 
mer. 

It would seem that there !s more dispos!l- 
tion on the part of summer to be cool, or 
of an average intensity, than to be exces- 
sively hot, since but 22 in 82 have developed 
excessive heat, while in greater proportion 
the tendency of winter has been to be cold, 
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since there were 40 cold winters, 32 mild 
winters and 10 of average témperature. 
This would indicate that there were 18 
excessively cold winters, which condition 
could not possibly have been traced to the 
excessive heat of the summer preceding. 
The excessively warm summers have had 
stress laid upon them as indicating some- 
thing of the nature of the succeeding sea- 
son, and yet in a record of 22 excessively 
hot summers in 82 it would seem that the 
winter's lot fell all but evenly either way, 
with but 11 cold winters, as compared with 
eight mild ones, while three were normal. 
Little is said about the prophetic proper- 


* 


ties of cool summers, but they maintain the 


even division which the comparison of hot 
summers with succeeding winters is shown 
above to yleld. Indeed, from any stand- 
point it can be readily seen that the seasons 
have each an individuality without refer- 
ence to what has beén or what Is to come, 
and, from these figures, at least, there is 
little comfort for those of either side of the 
argument that one season holds the secret 
of the next. 


BENEFIT OF PUREFOOD LAW 


HE General Assembly of Kentucky re- 
T cently enacted a law providing for 
the inspection of food products sold 
in that state and intrusted the work to the 
agricultural experiment station. The sta- 
tion submitted a report showing that fully 
40 per cent of all samples of food taken were 
adulterated. Some of the adulterants used 
are injurious to health; others have been 
put in to cheapen articles of food. As ex- 
amples of the former, the inspectors found 
so-called ‘fruit jellies’ made wholly or in 
part of glue and artificial coloring and fa* 
voring matters. 

They found salicylic acid, sometimes in 
large quantities, in tomato catsups, pre- 
serves and other food products which were 
sold as pure, and formaldehyde and other 


preservatives in milk, which, perhaps, im. 


some cases was fed to infants. The most 
striking example of alj ts in the case of es- 
sence of peppermint and essence of cinna- 
mon. These extracts contained wood alco-= 
hol, a poisonous substance, as one of the in- 
gredients. In the preparation of these es-< 
sences a mixture of wood alcohol and come- 
mon alcohol was used in place of common 
alcohol, presumably to avold the govern- 
ment tax on alcohol.
